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'Difficult Year'

A "difficult year" with little progress 


and expansion was forecast last week by 
Edward Hauser, newly elected president 
of the 5-mcmber Elk Grove Park Board. 


He said it would he the most difficult 


fiscal year the park district would face 
since its formation five years ago. 


Mauser indicated that the cause of the 


difficulties were largely financial, the

Hauser was unanimously voted into of- 


ficr by the commissioners Thursday. He 
replaced Dnvid von Schaumburg vho 
will remain on the board as a commis- 
sioner. 


Mauser maiip .in appeal to residents to 


become involved with the park district 
by contributing "ttirir time, talrnt and 
energies to hrlp with park development" 
to help save on expenses

community, and we must make every ef- 
fort to try and get development in," the 
board president said. 


He said the loss of the referendums 


would be felt even more because of the 
loss of $32,000 in expected revenue due to 
a recent court decision eliminating cor- 
porate personal property taxes. 


BECAUSE OF THE loss Hauser asked 


the park board to send a letter to Centex 
Corp. seeking a one-year moratorium on 
payments for Lions Pool. 


The park district is in the fourth sea- 


son of operating the pool after taking 
over payments to Centex from the Lions 
Club. The district has been paying 
$14,650 a year but Hauser said it would 
be difficult to pay this year. 


In other comments he asked that the 


board improve communication between 
the park district and village board, and 
between the park district and school dis- 
tricts. 


He also asked that the board and staff 


be available to meet with church groups 
and parent teacher clubs to make them 
aware of park district activities and 
needs. 


In other areas the board also approved 


a $669.771 appropriation ordinance. 


The appropriation includes $229,500 for 


general park purposes, $206,800 for recre- 
ation programs. It also includes $21,500 
for the retirement fund, $10,000 for insur- 
ance, $127,771 for bonds and interest, and 
$6.000 for audit fees. 


The funds also will support 14 park 


sites, two outdoor and one indoor swim- 
ming pool, a teen center, and the admin- 
istration building.

Teen Center Use May Be Restricted 


Use of the teen center on weeknights 


by teens may be restricted if the Elk 
Grove Park Board heeds a recommenda- 
tion from the park district's recreation 
staff. 


A staff report submitted last Thursday 


recommended the center not be used 
only by teens on weeknights. The board 
took no action, preferring to defer the 
matter until after a public forum on the 
teen center this Thursday night. 


Presently the center is reserved for 


teens every night except Sunday and is 
only used by other groups when teens 
are in school. It is open to teens from 
3:30 to 5 p.m. and 7 to 9 p.m. weekdays. 


The staff report, written by Sandra 


Little, recreation superintendent, said, 
"By examination and actual experience, 
after one year of operation, it is obvious 
that a building designed specifically for 
the recreational use of one age group is 
not realistic at this time." 


THE REPORT WAS compiled by Mrs. 


Little, Richard Ludovissy, programs di- 


rector, and Bill Hughes, teen center di- 
rector. 


Their recommendation included contin- 


uing programming at the teen center 
during school days for groups that can 
best use them, such as preschoolers and 
senior citizens. 


THE REPORT ADDED that the center 


would be open from 3:30 to 5:30 p.m. 
weekdays for high school students "only 
if needed," or for other youth in ele- 
mentary and junior high. 


On weekday evenings the center would 


be available for park district programs 
and community groups needing recrea- 
tion space. This could include teens also, 
according to the recommendation. 


Friday evenings, Saturday days and 


Saturday evenings would be reserved for 
teens on a "drop-in" attendance basis, or 
for dances and other special events. The 
facility would be available on Sunday for 
rental or use by the park district for spe- 
cial programs. 


The staff also recommended that the 


facility be reserved during the evening, 
Monday through Saturday, for teens da-- 
ing summer months. In the day time it 
would be used for special recreation in- 
terests and junior high programs. 


The staff suggested that Friday eve- 


nings be used for junior high dances and 
special programs, 
with Grant Wood 


School youth center being opened for 
high school students for activities in- 
cluding basketball, volleyball and ping 
pong. 


THE STAFF POINTED out that more 


opportunities for recreation existed for 
teens in the community than were avail- 
able in 1968 and 1969. Many of these ac- 
tivities are provided through the district 
but do not revolve around a special rec- 
reation building, Mrs. Little said. 


She said, "This does not mean that all 


teen recreational needs are satisfied. 
However, many of these needs will not 
and cannot be satisfied with a teen cen- 
ter building." 


She added, "Other teen recreation pro- 


grams would continue to expand, as will 
the total community recreation offerings, 
at the rate that interest and funds will 
allow." 


Edward Hauser. park board president, 


asked that no action be taken on the rec- 
ommendation until after the public fo- 
rum on the teen center. 


The meeting is scheduled Thursday, 8 


p.m. at the center, ifO John F. Kennedy 
Blvd., so that adults and teens will have 
an opportunity to tell the park district 
their feelings on the center. 


Hauser said, "I hope people will attend 


so that we can get this situation out in 
the open to rectify it." 


THE DISTRICT has been criticized by 


some parents who say they will not let 
their teenagers participate in center pro- 
grams. The district wants to know why, 
according to Lewis Smith, commissioner. 


He said, "I'm hopeful that the meeting 


will draw parents who will not let their

Board Sees 
12,187-Unit 


1 Site Plan 


A site plan containing 12,187 dwelling 


units for Centex Corp.'s 1,100 acres west 
of Rte. 53 has been submitted to the Elk 
Grove Village Board. 


The total number of units represents 


an increase from an earlier proposal to 
build some 3,000 to 4,000 dwelling units 
on the site. 


Changes in the economy, the housing 


market, and increasing costs account for 
the increase in density, said Robert 
Winkle, the developer's local sales man- 
ager. 


The plan was submitte 1 for the board's 


comment and study, he said, noting that 
Centex officials have requeited a meet- 
ing with the board on the pl»'.. The plan 
also has been distributed to the plan 
commission. 


THE PLAN INCLUDES some new con- 


cepts, he said, including quadrominium 
apartments. A quadrominium has been 
described as looking like one large two- 
story house on the outside but divided 
into four dwelling units on the iaside. 


Winkle, a former school superintend- 


ent, said the kinds nf dwelling units pro- 
posed would not add a large number of 
school-age children to the schools. 


Of the 12,187 dwelling units proposed 


for 780 of the 1,100 acres, there are 4.337 
units in garden apartments, 173.5 acres: 
428 units in quadrominium apartments. 30 
acres; 3.780 units in medium rise apart- 
ments, 94.5 acres; 3,000 units in town- 
houses, 300 acres; and 650 single-family 
detached dwellings, 182 acres. 


Also, shopping centers, 96 acres, office 


parks, 40 acres, schools and parks, 101 
acres, and major street dedications, 83 
acres. 


The firm currently has built 117 of 312 


homes to be built on the site in an area 
known as section 17, about 105 acres. It 
is planning to construct some 350 homes 
in section 18, more than 100 acres. 


Out of the 117 homes there are about 50 


to 60 families living in them now. 


The area west of Rte. 53 is in Schaum- 


burg Township, Elementary School Dist. 
54, and High School Dist. 211.

Teacher recruitment in High School 


Dist. 211 is almost at a standstill until 
the board of education receives more in- 
formation about the district's assessed 
valuation and a recent court case abol- 
ishing corporate personal property taxes. 


The board, at its Thursday meeting, 


temporarily limited the number of teach- 
ers to be hired next year to 415. about 25 
less than the number of teachers in Dist. 
211 this year. 


"We don't intend to have fewer teach- 


ers than last year, but until we know 
what our assessed valuation is. we can't 
do much," snid Carolyn Mullins. 


Township figures for assessed valu- 


ation are available, but a breakdown by 
school districts has not yet been released 
by State Supt Michael Bakalis' office. 


Bonrd members are also concerned 


about a pending npppal to the Illinois 
State Supreme Court which would rein- 
state corporate personal property taxes. 


"We have so many things up in the air, 


we are trying to wait a little while to see 
what is going to happen," Mrs. Mullins 
said. 


THE BOARD has already offered con- 


tracts for next year to presently em- 
ployed teachers. So far. 32 resignations 
have been received fromthe 440 faculty 
members. With Thursday's board deci- 
sion, administrators can hire seven new 
teachers for next year. 


Administrators are anticipating hold- 


ing the number of teachers at 440 despite 
an expected ROO-student increase in en- 
rollnent. The pupil-teacher ratio will 
probably increase from 16:1 to 18:1 next 
year 


Though board members voted unani- 


mously on the 415 figure, some felt the 
district should hire for only specialized 
positions until negotiations with teachers

Christian Century, above an editorial 
contending that "Protestant seminaries 
are drying on the vine." 


T h e interdenominational magazine 


cited a number of causes for the crisis: 
economic recession, foundations that shy 
away (mm sectarian institutions, small 
numbers of alumni (few of whom, as 
clergymen, are highly paid) and sky- 
rocketing costs. 


The Century also contended: "Neither 


the Secular Man or Mr. Churchgoer has 
thought it necessary to take seriously the 
mattor of educational credentials " 


In this particular category, however, 


the editorial could have included semi- 
nary administrators like Arnold Come of 
California. 


Come is President of the Presbyterian 


Church's prestigious San Francisco Theo- 
logical Seminary He recently blasted, a? 
what he termed "• completely phony is- 
sue", the San Francisco Examiner's re- 
port about one of his faculty members, 
the Rrv W. Hazaiah Williams. 


The Rev. Dr Williams spends most of 


his time as Director of the Urban Black 
Center in Berkeley — which recently 
published a brochure stating that it is 
"able to grant credit " But consultation 
with both secular and theological accre- 
diting agencies disclosed the fact that 
Williams' Center has never itself been 
accredited and hence has no right to 
gr.mt credit < for such courses as "Black 
Semester" — tuition. $1,000 >. 


PRESIDENT C'ome's angry rejoinder 


to The Examiner notably ignored the 
newspaper's additional disclosure that 
the ministerial standing of Williams had 
been "revoked and terminated" by the 
Congregational Church. This disciplinary 
measure — the equivalent of deposing or 
unfrocking a clergyman — took place as 
a result of Williams' methods in trying to 
oust his co-pastor of the South Berkeley 
Community Church, in 1957. 


Williams was later appointed Director 


of the Urban Black Center by Berkeley's 
f a m e d Graduate Theological Union 
(GTU) a cooperative of nine Bay Area 
seminaries (which, however, recently 
separated itself from all the financial ad- 
ministrations of Williams' Center.) 


When John Dillenberger, president of 


GTU. 
was asked if there had been any 


investigation of Williams' conduct as a 
clergyman, prior to his appointment, he 
replied: 


"When we hire somebody we don't 


check churches." 


Dillenberger also confirmed reports 


that director Williams had "requested" 
the nine seminaries to contribute $15,000 
apiece to his center. One seminary presi- 
dent (Unitarian) who refused was loudly 
denounced by Williams as a "racist." 
Only one of the nine seminaries came 
across with the $15.000 — although the 
Episcopal Church Divinity School very 
cleverly awarded Williams an honorary 
doctorate. 


While Williams' salary has not been re- 


garded as public information, there is no

One nf 
these reports describes Williams as "re- 
nown for his" incisive and insightful 
analysis" and goes on to report that 
"The highlight of the meeting was the 
exciting presentation by the director, 
Hazaiah Williams." (The director's four 
assistants are mentioned in this 34-page 
report — in the appendix — while he is 
mentioned 32 times.) 


WILLIAMS ALSO IS being retained on 


the Presbyterian Seminary faculty de- 
spite the impending termination of four 
faculty members and two administrative 
officials — and widespread rumors of a 
whopping operating deficit, (which a 
spokesman for the seminary refused to 
confirm or deny). 


But despite this situation and the de- 


parting faculty, the Presbyterian semi- 
nary has just appointed a new faculty 
member, the Rev. John R. Fry of Chi- 
cago. 


Witnesses before a U.S. Senate sub- 


committee testified that Rev. Fry had 
allowed his church in Chicago to be used 
as an arsenal for the notorious Black- 
stone Rangers street gang — who, they 
said, he had encouraged to engage in ex- 
tortion and had condoned drug parties 
nnd had warned about impending police 
raids. 


And while Chiiago Presbyterian lead- 


ers have strongly denied these allega- 
tions, their denials would appear much 
more plausible to the general public had 
Rev. Fry not resigned his Chicago pulpit 
just one day before 23 of the Blackstone 
gang were indicated by a federal grand 
jury — on charges of defrauding a feder- 
al training program for ghetto youth. 


Under the circumstances, 
President 


Gome's retaining of both Williams and 
Fry 'while six others are terminated) 
would appear to be almost an in- 
stitutional death wish. But it is probably 
simply another case of "radical chic" — 
that overabundant itch for relevancy that 
is brilliantly analyzed by author Tom 
Wolfe. 


Wolfe's book "The Radical Chic and 


Mau-Mauing The Flackcatchers" shows 
Mau Mau acts by black militants or shite 
how susceptible intelligent people can 
sometimes be when subjected to assorted 
Mau Mau acts by black militants or 
white radicals. It should be required 
reading for all denominational officials, 
because few churchgoers are any longer 
able or willing to continue subsidizing 
ecclesiastical masochism.

a vending machine. 


"Coin-operated machines of all types 


satisfy i real need for our increasingly 
mobile society, and vending machine ser- 
vices have been advancing steadily in re- 
cent years, especially in schools and rec- 


reational areas," said Louis Cappello, 
president of the Illinois Automatic Mer- 
chandising Council, noting that many 
other money transactions are being re- 
placed by checks and credit cards. The 
group represents more than 200 Illinois 
vending services, observing May 9-15 as 
Illinois Automatic Merchandising Week.

Merchandise vending machines ac- 
counted for |6.25 billion in retail sales 
last year, he reported. 


Coin-operated machines dominate the 


vending industry today, but this could 
change over a period of years, said Matt 
Cockrell, president of Cockrell 
Coffee 


Service, Inc., in Schaumburg. "Only two 
companies have experimented with vend- 
ing machines not activated by coins," 
said Cockrell. "I wouldn't be surprised if 
someday we have a cashless and coinless 
society, however, We would have to find 
another way to activate a vending ma- 
chine, by a key or a credit card." His 
firm handles about 100,000 coins a day, 
w h i c h a r e deposited at several local 
banks. Cockrell is the founding president 
of the Illinois council. 


ANOTHER CHANGE on the way in the 


vending industry is the wider variety of 
foods that can be sold in machines, ac- 
cording to James Knecht, one of the own- 
ers of K & K Koffee Service, Inc., in Elk 
Grove Village. "The food suppliers are 
doing research in the frozen foods area," 
he said. "They are expanding menus in 
foods that can be reconstituted in micro- 
wave ovens." 


Knecht sees the greatest growth poten- 


tial in the new industries moving to the 
Northwest Suburbs and the schools and 
other institutions which have never had a 
vending operation. "With theterrific cost 
of operating a conventional cafeteria, we 
have noticed that architects are now 
specifying a vending room in their plants 
rather than a cafeteria." 


Innovations in packaging are a boon to 


the vending industry, said Don Hesch, 
vice president of AH Entertainers, Inc., 
in Arlington Heights. He is a director of 
the state council. "The pull-top can, for 
example, really helped us," he said. 
"Now foods from a can can be poured 
into a bowl without having to use a can 
opener, which often broke down or 
needed cleaning." 


THE MOST NOTICEABLE change to 


the consumer is often the price of vended 
items. "The price on most food items is 
going up," said Hesch. "Coffee and cold 
drinks went up from 10 cents to 15 cents 
a year ago, and candy bars are shrinking 
in size." 


Even the five-cent, five-stick package 


of gum is almost history. Venders claim 
that, in order to make a profit, they must 
sell a seven-stick package for 10 cents. 


Coffee, the backbone of the vending in- 


dustry came into widespread use in the 
l!)40's. Coffee venders were invented in 
19-46 and initially brewed the beverage 
from instant powder. The majority of hot 
beverage vending machines today brew 
the coffee from fresh grounds, one cup at 
a time. 


NEARLY 40 per cent of all vending 


machine sales are made to employes in 
manufacturing plants, mainly through 
machines used in coffee breaks and the 
lunch period. Colleges and schools ac- 
count for another 12 per cent of sales. 


Vending machine companies say they 


expect to play an increasing role in food 
service to schools. According to a recent 
study by Arthur D. Little, Inc., a man- 
agement consulting firm, "Students seem 
to eat better when they can choose from 
an ala carte menu or from vending ma- 
chines." 


When given a choice, students make 


nutritious selections, throw little food 
away, and socialize more when eating, 
the report indicated. With a number of 
vending machines in a school cafeteria, 
service can be quicker and more orderly 
than when long lines form for a limited 
menu, according to Little.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Beginning this

The network had been talking of week- 


ly Monday night pro basketball games. 
But several factors apparently have been 
giving it second thoughts. One is that the 
Monday movies that succeeded the foot- 
ball games this past season did better 
than expected. Another is that the rat- 
ings for the recent pro basketball play- 
offs were only mediocre. 


ABC-TV, HOWEVER, is very flexible 


when it comes to sports scheduling, so 
we wiH see what we will see. The net- 
work's president, James Duffy, has been 
quite interested in the notion of Monday 
night, year-round sports programming. 


At any rate, in addition to these 16 


ABC-TV sports attractions for Mondays 
plus the network's Olympics coverage 
next year, the competing NBC-TV organ- 
ization says it will present 10 Monday 
night major league baseball games in 
1972. 


In announcing a new four-year con- 


tract to televise baseball's weekly com- 
petition, NBC-TV said Thursday it will 


also offer nighttime broadcasts of the 
midweek World Series games for the 
first time and the All-Star contest. 


NBC-TV's sports chief, Carl Lind- 


emann, says the telecasts of the mid- 
week World Series competition at night 
wiH finally enable fans to stop scrambl- 
ing between their jobs and video sets 
during the workday to see the contests. 


Lindemann also said in an interview 


that NBC-TV expects to increase its 
number of yearly nighttime baseball 
telecasts in the season following 1972.

television newscasting is becoming more 
informal, with a certain amount of per- 
sonalized colloquy and friendly banter 
among the newscasters on a first name 
basis. 


ONE DAY SOON I expect we shall 


turn on our sets and discover that con- 
ventional newscMts have disappeared 
entirely. Instead, newscasters will form 
"encounter groups" or hold rap sessions 
in which the news is cast incidentally in 
the course of the conversation.

Cancer Legislation Support Sought 


Although I'm not a resident of your 


state, the hospital of which I am the di- 
rector has cared for cancer patients 
from your area, so I hope you will pub- 
lish this letter. 


This nation now has the chance to de- 


velop an effective research program to 
conquer cancer. This program was rec- 
ommended by the National Panel of Con- 
sultants on the Conquest of Cancer, ap- 
pointed by the U.S. Senate. The Panel 
included: the President and 2 past Presi- 
dents of the American Cancer Society, 7 
members of the Board of Directors of the 
American Cancer Society, the President 
and past President of the Leukemia 
Society, the President and 3 past Presi- 
dents of the American Association for 
Cancer Research, the President of the 
American Public Health Association, the 
heads of the major cancer centers, the 
doctor who first cured cancer patients 
with chemotherapy, and distinguished 
businessmen and labor leaders. 


After considerable study, the panel 


concluded that because of bureaucratic 
overlapping, delay, and inefficiency with- 
in the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare, the fight against cancer 
could not be carried on effectively with 
the agency responsible for it in H.E.W. 


Therefore, they recommended that the 


name of the National Cancer Institute be 
changed to the National Cancer Author- 
ity, that it remain where it is physically, 
but administratively that it be liberated 
from H.E.W. The National Cancer Au- 
thority would become a separate ef- 
ficient unit, able to conquer cancer with- 
out delay. The Panel also recommended 
measures to improve the scientific ties 
and speed up the information exchange 
between cancer scientists and other sci- 
entists as well as increased funds for 
cancer research. These recommenda- 
tions are incorporated in S34, the biparti- 
san Conquest of Cancer bill. 


Unfortunately, some officials of the De- 


partment of H.E.W. are opposed to S34 
because they don't want the Cancer In- 
stitute removed from their authority 
These officials and their friends are try- 
ing to get Senators to vote against S34 
The fate of the bill, the fight against can- 
cer, and the lives of many present and 
future cancer patients hang in the bal- 
ance. You can make the difference. 


Your Senator, Adlai Stevenson III, is a 


member of the key senate Committee on 
Health that is considering the bill He 
originally co-sponsored S34. Now we 
need his support to get the bill voteu fa- 
vorably out of Committee. 


Please write at once to Senator Steven- 


son, U.S. Senate, Washington, D.C. 20510 
and ask him to vote for S31 in Committee 
and on the Senate floor.

Stymied—By A Can Of Oysters?

At this very moment I am sitting in a 


hotel room with a Pepsi, a box of crack- 
en, a can of smoked oysters and no can 
opener. 


I am starving. 
1 wasn't really hungry until I un- 


wrapped the smoked oysters and dis- 
covered the can had no key. Now any- 
one smart enough to accept her hus- 
band's offer to accompany him on a biuri- 
MM trip and steel away from the kids 
for a little "R and R" knows smoked 
oyster cant always come with keys. But 
not the brand I bought. 


After a busy morning I purchased the 


crackers and oysters thinking that would 
make a marvelous light lunch. I scowled 
at the pop machine down the hall tor 
charging me 20 cents for one can (self- 
opeoing) of Pepsi. But I was delighted 


when the machine delivered two cans for 
the price of one. 


FEELING SMUG OVER the Pepsi, I 


returnjd to my room and put on my 
robe, kicked off my shoes and poured my 
Pepsi. Then I unwrapped the oysters. 


At that moment — and right now, for 


that matter — I could have easily gone 
downstairs and bought a sandwich. And 
there is always room service. But I re- 
fuse to be defeated by a little can of oy- 
sters. 


So I first tried to open it on the bottle 


opener in the bathroom. However, the 
opener is just a bit too narrow for the 
corner of the can to fit in. Yet I'm sure I 
could pry open the lip of the can if I 
could just get it in far enough. 


Next, I tried the drain overflow in the 


sink. It was a good fit, but the sink just 
isn't strong enough to bear the leverage. 
Besides I couldn't see being billed for the 


replacement of the sink even if it would 
open a 55-cent can of smoked oysters. 


SUDDENLY I remembered my hus- 


band's pocket knife, a very gadgety num- 
ber. There was a chance it might be in 
his suitcase. I raced over to it and tried 
to open it. The suitcase was locked! 


My first thought was to call a lawyer 


and begin divorce proceedings. How 
could he do this to me?! I tried to pick 
the lock — not that I was desperate. It 
was just that at that point, nothing — not 
the most elegant prime filet, nor the 
most exquisitely prepared vegetables, 
nor the most spectacular dessert — 
would satisfy my hunger for those 
smoked oysters. 


Now that attempt has failed, I am calm- 


er, but I am not yet resigned, I am 
considering some more ways to outwit 
that can. That can. So small and oblong. 


Exactly 4% inches by 3V4 by 1%. It is a 
little bent now. (I forgot to mention that 
I stomped on it, too.) 


BUT IT IS STILL highly polished. It 


sits here as inscrutable as an Oriental. 
And I know it holds two layers of suc- 
culent little oysters, delicately smoked, 
neatly laid in perfect rows protected by 
olive oil. 


The code on the can is OYSO 70S64. I 


wondered for a moment if it were past 
shelf life. But no. These are the most 
delicious, perfect oysters God ever made 
and man ever packed. As long as I can't 
get at them they will be this way, even if 
they should actually happen to be rancid 
and spoiled. 


Maybe I should never open this can. It 


might make it easier for me to remem- 
ber that most of the world's goods comes 
in cans. And only a very few people pos- 
sess openers.

NEW YORK (UPI) — One woman who 


was helping liberate her sex even before 
suffrage half a century ago or the head- 
line militant "Libs" of today just hopes 
that women can keep on being feminine 
no matter what their cause. 


Helen Hotchkiss Wightman, 84. who es- 


tablished the famed Wightman Tennis 
Cup, helped to pioneer the role of women 
in the sport competitively, starting with 
her first national competition in 1902 and 
ending with her last in 1958. 


"I suppose I was always liberated," 


said the great-grandmother. "My father, 
my husband and family always wanted 
m»- to do what I wanted to do. I don't 
know how far liberation goes, really But 
I would never want to see women leave 
femininity behind. 


"WOMEN HAVE PROVED they can 


compete. I think a woman can be true to 
herself as long as she's pleased with 
what she's doing." 


Liberation for women in tennis com- 


petition isn't all that complete, however. 
Some of the professionals, paid for tour- 
ing the circuit, want an opening up of the 
spot so that amateurs may compete 
alongside them without losing their 
standing in the U. S. Lawn Tennis Asso- 
ciation (USLTA). 


Mrs. Wightman was very much on the 


scene when the current group of pros ap- 
peared in the invitational in Winchester, 
Mass., in late February. She's never 
hung up her racket, although she quit 
competition when she was in the 1958 
winning national doubles for women. 


She still teaches teachers of tennis, is 


active in league team activities in the 
Boston area, talks up the sport con- 
stantly "it should be televised" and occa- 
sionally lobs a ball around her garage 
although a bit of arthritis has slowed her 
down. 


TENNIS BECAME PART of her life 


when her four brothers came home on 
vacation from East Coast schools to the 
family home in Berkeley, Calif., and 
taught her some of the fundamentals of 
the sport. 


All told, she won 44 national titles in 


singles, doubles or mixed doubles. She 
took two Olympic medals in tennis and 
won other national honors in squash and 
badminton. 


She established the Wightman Cup of 


international competition for her hus- 
band, the late George Wightman, an at- 
torney. The couple had five children and 
she laughingly recalled on the phone 
that her children used to say, "Mother, 
what tournament did you win when I was 
a baby?"

Stitch A Picture 


You can be artistic with your sewing 


machine and create a wall-hanging that's 
handsome enough to give u a gift. 


The basic design is done with free-mo- 


tion machine stitching which requires no 
attachments, reports the National Cotton 
Council. Strips of cotton bias tape and 
fluffy pompons made from thread com- 
plete the unusual wall-hanging. 


To make the hanging as pictured, cut 


two 20 by 20-inch rectangles from cotton 
homespun. Across the top of these 
pieces, cut out four 2 by 3-inch sections 
evenly spaced. These will form loops for 
the rod. 


On right side of one fabric piece, 


sketch flower arrangement design. The 
bowl and flower leaves are outlined and 
shaded with free-motion stitching. 


To adjust your machine for free- 


stitching, set stitch regulator in neutral 
position, remove pressure foot and lower 
feed dog. Clamp fabric in an embroidery 
hoop, centering the design to be stitched 
in the hoop.

EACH TIME you begin to stitch, draw 


bobbin thread through the fabric. Hold 
thread ends, lower pressure bar and 
needle into the fabric, and then stitch 
slowly at an even rate while moving 
hoop back and forth. Coordinate machine 
speed with movement of the hoop. This 
method allows stitching to be made in 
any direction — in straight or curved 
lines. 


Flower stems are made from single- 


fold cotton bias tape. Simply fold tape in 
half, wrong sides together and baste or 
pin into position. Bu'nd-stitch stems to 
fabric. 


Flower petals also are made from 


single-fold bias tape. For each petal, cut 
an inch and a half strip of tape and press 
bottom fold out flat. Hold tape horizontal- 
ly, wrong side towards you, and overlap 
folded edges to form a cone. Gather bot- 
tom raw edges and secure stitches. Ar- 
range five petals at end of each stem to 
form flower, and sew in place. 


The flower pompon centers are made 


from cotton mercerized thread. One 
small spool will make two centers. 


B E F O R E MAKING pompons, cut 


about 40 inches of thread from spool and 
fold in half repeatedly for ties. Then 
slash spool lengthwise with a razor 
blade, cutting through all layers of 
thread. Remove thread from spool in one 
complete section and tie securely one- 
half inch from each end. Cut between 
ties, fluff threads, and sew in center of 
flowers. 


Complete wall-hanging by facing the 


two fabric pieces. Place right sides to- 
gether and stitch a half-inch seam 
around edges, leaving a six-inch opening 
on one side. Turn to right side through 
opening and press. Slip-stitch opening 
closed. Form rod loops by folding down 
extensions at top edge and hand-stitching 
in place.

District officials 
point out such additions would re- 
quire such large-scale units as new 
cafeterias. It's cheaper to con- 
struct a new school, they argue. 


Second, the district's enrollment 


will begin to taper off in 1974. Now, 
however, the district is still grow- 
ing at the rate of 1.000 to 1.500 stu- 
dents per year — enough to require 
a new 2.500-student school every 
two or three years. 


By 1973. the projected opening 


date for the new school, John Her- 


sey and Wheeling High Schools will 
overflowing with 1,700 more stu- 
dents than their total capacity of 
5,000 students. 


That mass of students reflects a 


building boom in the Buffalo Grove 
and northern Arlington Heights 
area. Dist. 214 has deliberately 
planned to overload Wheeling and 
Hersey, so that, when the new 
school opens, a minimum of at- 
tendance boundaries will have to 
be redrawn. 


It might be argued that, rather 


than a new school, the district 
should move to adopt quickly a 
year-round plan and an extended 
school day — as recommended last 
year by the Comm 75 study com- 
mittee. 


However, the district might need 


to go to a mandatory four-quarter 
p l a n to ease the enrollment 
squeeze and to avoid double shifts. 
The district's present plan, of de- 
veloping an 
extensive summer 


school as a gradual intermediate 
step, is bound to encourage less 
chaos and more popular support. 


The final compelling argument 


for a "yes" vote is the district's 
past record of careful study of 
growth problems. 


Since 1968. three committees, 


each composed largely of citizens, 
have studied growing enrollment 
and the problems it produces The 
result has been five well-designed 
buildings in less than ten years — 
for the largest district in Illinois 
outside of Chicago. Serious long- 
term overcrowding, as the result of 
bad planning, has not been a prob- 
lem. 


The cost is low, the district's en- 


joying an enrollment boom and it 
has planned well for that boom. 
These three reasons — and for the 
continuing top-quality education of 
your children — argue strongly for 
a "yes" vote on Saturday.

Disposal Report 
Was Misleading 


With reference to your Monday, May 3 


news item regarding the Chicago & Sub- 
urban Refuse Disposal Association, it 
seems unfortunate that, since you are a 
local paper, you did not first determine, 
and indicate in your item, its relevance, 
if any, to Arlington Heights and the other 
Northwest suburbs. 


As is, because the item touched only 


the surface facts, the casual reader 
might well infer that all sorts of skull- 
duggery has occurred in connection with 
garbage service in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, which you surely should know is 
not the case. 


The allegations concerning "price-fix- 


ing" and "territory-protection" which 
were made months ago by the attorney 
general's office as detailed in September 
issues of the Chicago newspapers) re- 
ferred only to two Southwest suburbs. No 
such allegations were made with refer- 
ence to any Northwest suburb. 


In these Southwest cases, no trial re- 


sulted and there was no adjudication as 
to guilt. Instead, the Association and its 
members were asked to sign a "consent 
decree" which states that they will not 
violate any anti-trust provisions. (The 
same document states clearly that no 
guilt is implied or acknowledged.) 


This is perhaps the most practical way 


to resolve such a matter, without in- 
volving

vestigation and hearings. Unfortunately, 
however, it can be construed to carry an 


undeserved 
implication of guilt. It's 


something like asking your teen-age boy 
to sign a no-smoking pledge even though 
he says he has never smoked — and, in 
fact, not too dissimilar to the old law- 
school gag about the lawyer who asks 
the witness "Are you still beating your 
wife?" and allows him only a Yes-or-No 
answer, without opportunity to add to his 
"No" the further statement that, in fact. 
he never has beaten his wife.

Grade System Challenged

If you think your school has traditions 


— graduation, homecoming, the little 
traditions each grade school has — you 
ought to look at education nationally. 


For example, conventions. If the teach- 


ers and the administrators and the board 
members didn't convene once a year in 
Pittsburgh or Atlantic City or Houston, 
I'm sure they would shrivel up and van- 
ish.

Also, as is traditional every spring, the 


National Merit Scholarship Corp. last 
week announced its final list of 1970-71 
scholarship winners. This year the list 
was split into three groups, most prob- 
ably to allow fuller publicity for each 
type of award. 


As is traditional, the Merit people in- 


cluded the w irning about not comparing 
schools by the number of winners. They 
stress the overall achievement of a high 
school must be considered, not simply 
the number 9f students who score high 
on the tests. 


The Merit awards are traditional be- 


cause students and parents want to see 
their names in the paper. Such pride is 
behind the tradition of honor rolls, a sub- 
ject about which Herald education re- 
porters receive countless telephone calls 
every three or four months. 


The tradition of "top achievement," 


however, is beginning to face a serious 
challenge from educators who believe 
that grades and tests are poor measures 
of the worth of individuals. 


For example, two weeks ago about 50 


educators sat in a basement room at the 
Arlington Park Towers and discussed- 
"The Orientation of Our Curriculum to 
the Reality of the Child." 


The conversation generally seemed to 


reject some of tfhe suppositions under- 
lying traditional education. Ease off on 
discipline through grades. Allow self-de- 
velopment. Allow students to choose 
courses. 


However, when one woman asked, "At 


what point do we bring discipline in to 
encourage self-sufficiency,'1 she hit on a 
central problem. 


Our society is structured to require 


competition for survival. Grading, honor 
rolls and such are necessary, as they tra- 
ditionally have marked apart the top stu- 
dents for the top jobs or top status posi- 
tions. The discipline grades require, in 
most cases, is supposed to lead to that 
"economic self-sufficiency " 


On the other hand, grades and tests 


label other students as failures — and 
this is why such critics as John Holt and 
Charles Silberman argue for less com- 
petition and more self-discovery. 


Just when do you "discipline" the child 


to follow the strict orders of his teachers 
— and thus pledge subtle obedience to a 
pattern of development determined whol- 
ly by the teacher, not even partially by 
the student? That's the question facing 
educators.

Under these circumstances, one might 


well ask, "Why, then, would the Associ- 
ation sign the consent decree?" — which 
is the same question we raised. The an- 
swer, we found, is purely economic — 
that in preparing the detailed records re- 
quested and attending numerous meet- 
ings with the attorney general's office. 
the Association already had run up a 
substantial legal cost and anticipated 
that to fight the case all the way would 
undoubtedly cost much more in legal 
fees than the so-called "fine." So it was 
simpler, and cheaper, to sign the "con- 
sent decree." 


Since we render community service in 


Arlington Heights only, whereas there 
are some 200 members in the Associ- 
ation, obviously we cannot speak with 
authority concerning the actions of every 
one of these 200 members. 


However, we have no knowledge of any 


activity elsewhere 
which 
could 
be 


deemed an anti-trust violation; and we 
definitely know that the Association itself 
has never suggested to us any such 
agreements and further, that no such sit- 
uation exists in Arlington Heights — or. 
for that matter, in any other North or 
Northwest suburb to our knowledge. 


In Arlington Heights, of course, there 


is clear-cut evidence of the non-existence 
of price-fixing in the known fact that our 
rate-per-family for the service specified 
is substantially lower than in any other 
community in the Chicago area, which of 
course could not be the case if any price- 
maintenance were involved.

Misconceptions About Laos 


The Truth Is Garbled, Distorted

The war in northern Laos never has 


been seen very clearly or accurately. It 
is still true today. 


Blame falls heavily on U.S. and Lao- 


tian officials. For a lot of reasons, some 
evidently legitimate and some not, they 
have consistently chosen not to te-11 the 
world very much. 


But the burden also must be borne by 


many independent observers, including 
reporters and U.S. lawmakers. Admit- 
tedly handicapped in finding out what is 
going on, some of these have indulged in 
wild assertion which cannot be supported 
by evidence 


A man who may very well challenge 


President Nixon in the 1972 presidential 
primaries, dovish Rep. Paul N. (Pete) 
McCloskey of California, added no clari- 
ty as result of his three days in Laos last 
month. 


What McCloskey seems to be saying is 


that American bombers, striking north- 
ern Laos heavily in 1969 and up to Octo- 
ber in 1970, wiped out countless villages 
and created most of the hundreds of 
thousands of refugees presently bur- 
dening the country. 


That this is partly true is very likely. 


But it leaves some wrong impresssions, 
and official attempts to correct them 
have made little headway in this con- 
fused capital. 


First off, Laos Secretary of State Vip- 


hakone said in 1968 that there were then 
probably 600,000 Laotian refugees. It is 
not easv to find anv source to assert 


that the total is much higher today, 
though occasionally the figure 700,000 is 
heard. 


Secondly, the refugee number esti- 


mated in 1968, before the period of which 
McCloskey speaks, is an accumulated to- 
tal. It represents the uprooting effects of 
the war in northern Laos from 1963 on. 
Hanoi resumed fighting then after infor- 
mally scuttling the Geneva accords of 
1962, which had briefly established a neu- 
tral government. 


Insight 


In 1968, a U.S. foreign aid official in 


Laos said "we're feeding 135,000" of the 
uprooted hill-country villagers. Tens of 
thousands also were getting air drops of 
rice seed for planting in resettlement 
areas. 


What evidence there is suggests that 


most of the refugees who had been dis- 
placed by 1968 had fled their villages 
before advancing Red Pathet Lao and 
North Vietnamese army regulars in the 
combat zones on or near the celebrated 
Plaine des Jarres. Some people fled 
bombings by the small Royal Laotiana 
air force. 


In Ban Nam Kueng, a resettlement 


villge on the Mekong river opposite Bur- 
ma, some 4,000 Yao tribesmen had ac- 
cumulated as refugees in the years be- 
tween 1964 and 1968. Red ground troops 
were their big fear. 


Refugees at Phu Hae in northeastern 


Laos accepted rice drops from the air 
but refused materials for permanent 
houses. Red soldiers were just beyond a 
ridge, and the tribesmen were sure good 
shelter would draw them like a magnet. 


Even in these earlier years, careful re- 


ports seem to agree that American tac- 
tical bombing occurred in support of sha- 
ky Laotian government ground forces. 
But "this was not a large American ef- 
fort," says a former counsel to the sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, Ro- 
land Paul, in a Foreign Affairs magazine 
article. 


Paul appears to be on provable ground 


when he says U.S tactical bombing 
sorting over northern Laos were up in 
December, 1968, after the bombing halt 
over North Vietnam — and went still 
higher in 1969. 


His contention that 1969 U.S. sorties 


there were "more than 100 per day" 
may. however, be open to question. That 
would be a rather high average over 365 
days, given six months of bad weather 
and smoke haze — and the consequent 
limit on ground fighting to the dry sea- 
son. 


On a recent day, U.S. sorties over 


northern Laos came to 25 to 35, while 
some 270 were flown over the Ho Chi 
Minh trail in southern Laos Neither the 
scale nor the area of northern combat 
is big enough to make plausible the con- 
tentions of huge U.S. assaults (a claim- 
ed 400 sorties a day in one account) on 
a sustained basis in 1969 and 1970.

NEW YORK UPI - A new approach to 


thwarting truck and trailer hijackers and 
thieves, whose depredations now ap- 
proach $1 billion a year, has just been 
demonstrated by Dynamics Corp. of 
America 


The approach, called Routemaster, in- 


volves installation of a tape controlled 
electronic system in a rig. It will disable 
the engine and sound a piercing alarm if 
the truck leaves its pre-programmed 
route. 


The company said the device shortly 


will be tested in actual use by 20 truck- 
ing lines It is installed in the cab of the 
truck in a sealed unit and the company 
said any attempt to tamper with it will 
temporarily short out the truck's whole 
electrical system so that it cannot be by- 
passed even by a sophisticated mechan- 
ic 


If the truck is forced off its route by a 


detour. U.e driver must phone the dis- 
patcher for instructions in using a recod- 
ing device to get the truck moving again. 


In trailer rigs, an audible warning sys- 


tem can be installed in the trailer so ar- 
ranged that the trailer cannot be de- 
tached without setting it off. 


OF COVRSE. as with all anti-theft de- 


vices, the $M question is: .Will sohpis- 
ticated crooks be able to foil the Route- 
master system with the connivance of in- 
siders in the trucking firm? 


Catp Thomas Kissanc, the New York 


City police expert on truck robberies, 
says most truck hijackings and thefts of 
loaded trucks and trailers from garages 
and streets are carried out by sophis- 


ticated professionals with help from in- 
siders in the trucking firms or shippers 
who tip them off when valuable cargoes 
are to move and where loaded trailers 
will be parked. 


The customers of these professional 


thieves, Captain Kissane said, are so- 
called legitimate merchants who buy 
cigarets from the thieves at 70 per cent 
of true wholesale value, liquor at 60 per 
cent and other merchandise at prices in 
proportion. 


New York is the paradise of trucking 


thefts. Hijacking of trucks in the metro- 
politan area tripled between 1968 and 
1970 while thefts of loaded trucks and 
trailers rose from 1,850 in 1968 to 2,320 
last year. 


IN THE FIRST two months of 1971. 


New 
York 
had 
74 truck hijackings 


against 32 a year earlier. Truck theft 
losses of merchandise in New York City 
alone exceeded $17 million at wholesale 
lust year. The trucks were nearly ail re- 
covered. 


Miami also is a paradise for truck 


thieves with hijackings up 400 per cent 
there in three years. Detroit and Los An- 
geles also have had big increases. 


Besides reinforced police patrols in 


areas where loaded trucks are parked 
and along main trucking routes, other 
means of foiling hijackers include heli- 
copter patrols of trucking routes and ar- 
ming the drivers. But Captain Kissane 
said New York trucking firms are op- 
posed to having drivers carry firearms, 
feeling that armed thieves nearly always 
will find ways to get the drop on the 
drivers.

Drilling At Sites Others Won't Risk 


by JACK R. PAYTON 


NEW ORLEANS — <UPI) Thirty-five 


years ago John W. Mecom Sr. and two 
friends scraped together $2,100, bought 
an old wooden rig and began drilling for 
oil in Texas. 


Everyone said the field in Liberty 


County was dry. Mecom and his friends 
thought otherwise. 


Mecom, the 25, and his co-workers 


drilled deeper in that 1936 venture than 
others had and tapped a rich oil deposit. 
It turned Mecom into a successful "wild- 
catter." 


Mecom pulled out of the Liberty field 


two years later, taking with him $100,000 
and an appetite for drilling in places oth- 
ers wouldn't risk. The strike was the be- 
ginning of Mecom's steady ascendancy 
into the top ranks of the world's indepen- 
dent producers. 


By the mid-1960's, Mecom's companies 


were pumping oil from the richest depos- 
its in this country and in the lucrative 
Middle East where he had established 
himself in 1954. Mecom also had ac- 
quired a large manufacturing plant.

bought into the hotel business in Houston 
and San Francisco and had become a 
newspaper owner 
and publisher in 


Texas. 


THEN, THINGS started to go wrong. 
They have gone wrong for Mecom ever 


since. He now is involved in proceedings 
under federal bankruptcy laws in an at- 
tempt to save what he can of a crum- 
bling empire once worth an estimated 
' $250 million. 


In 1966, Jordan cancelled Mecom's 40- 


year oil concession in that Middle East 
Country. The government also seized his 
drilling rigs. 


Mecom's companies suffered an addi- 


tional loss on a $2.5 million investment in 
a Houma, La., sulphur mine in 1967. The 
mine closed last year in the face of fall- 
ing sulphur prices. ^ 


About the same time, Mecom went 


heavily into debt by mortgaging his prop- 
erties to buy out Mobil Oil Company's 
interest in the rich Lake Washington oil 
field in Southeast Louisiana. 


What had apparently start*! out as a 


$40 to $50 million venture turned into a 


$61 million debt when Mecom refinanced 
his loans for the Lake Washington tracts. 
His major creditors were the First City 
Bank of Houston, the Bank of Nova 
Scotia and the Prudential Life Insurance 
Co. 


REORGANIZATION PAPERS on file 


in U. S. District Court at New Orleans 
show Mecom's U. S. Oil of Louisiana, 
Inc., U. S. Oil of Louisiana, Ltd., and 
Lake Washington, Inc., owe more than 
$70 million. 


The reorganization petitions seek a 


permanent court order prohibiting credit- 
ors from foreclosing until Mecom's firms 
are in receivership under the control of 
Albert G. Reynolds, a New Orleans Busi- 
nessman. 


Mecom and his wife also seek federal 


court orders to protect their personal for- 
tunes against creditors. These petitions 
are being considered at Lake Charles 
and Shreveport, La. 


Included in Mecom's personal fortune 


is stock in the New Orleans Saints of the 
National Football League. The Saints' 
majority owner is Mecom's son, John Jr. 


Saints' spokesmen have said repeated- 


ly there is no legal connection between 


the three oil companies and the football 
team and that the Saints are not in finan- 
cial trouble. 


MECOM AND MARY Elizabeth Win- 


tecs, a girl he had known at Houston's 
San Jacinto High School, were married 
in 1938. They also have two daughters, 
both married and living in Houston. 


Mecom is 6-3 and tips the scales be- 


tween 230 and 250, depending on whether 
he is on a diet. Even when dieting, he 
has been known to mix ice cream with 
his Metrecal. 


Mecom's corporate creditors are under 


a temporary restraining order which pre- 
vents foreclosing on the oil company 
debts. They may have to wait a long 
time to get their money. 


This does not mean Mecom and his 


companies are bankrupt. 


LeRoy Smallenberger, federal bank- 


ruptcy referee handling the Mecom per- 
sonal reorganization petition in Shreve- 
port, put it this way:

cale. The cheapest will entertain an adult 
guest for a full week for only $55.

Children are com- 
monly charged half or two-thirds of the 
adult price. 


Accommodations range all the way 


from the spare bedroom to guest houses 
erected for the purpose. Simplicit" is the 
norm, however. Most farms make much 
of home cooking, a pony or two, a chance 
to milk the family cow, and homemade 
ice cream. 


Swimming pools are common, as are 


simple outdoor games, pets, hayrides 
and nearby sightseeing. 


So if you're tired of motel-hopping, or 


the expensive resort kind of vacation, 
perhaps a week or two on the farm is a 
good substitute

Hits Area Schools

Teacher recruitment in High School 


Dint 211 is almost at a standstill until 
the board of education receives more in- 
formation about the district's assessed 
valuation and a recent court case abol- 
ishing corporate personal property taxes. 


The board, at its Thursday meeting, 


temporarily limited the number of teach- 
ers to be hired next year to 415, about 25 
less than the number of teachers in Dist. 
211 this year 


"We don't intend to have fewer teach- 


ers than last year, but until we know 
what our assessed valuation is. we can't 
do much." said Carolyn Mullms. 


Township figures for assessed valu- 


ation are available, but a breakdown by 
school districts has not yet been released 
by State Supt. Michael Bakalis' office. 


Board members are also concerned 


about a pending appeal to the Illinois 
State Supreme Court which would rein- 
state corporate personal property taxes. 


"We have so many things up in the air,

BY AGREEMENT, board members 


and the teachers' negotiating team have 
agreed not to comment on negotiations 
until they are completed. Negotiators 
have been meeting weekly for about two 
months. 


Administrators had asked the board to 


allow them to hire replacements for 
teachers leaving the district: "If we wait 
too long before offering some of them 
jobs we will not get some of the best 
teachers," Supt. Richard Kolze said. 


"That's a risk I'm prepared to take. 


We were concerned about the morale and 
our obligation to the teachers we now 
have and took a calculated risk when we 
offered them all contracts. Other dis- 
tricts have been cutting back on teach- 
ers," board president Robert Creek said.

Students See 
Sample Trial 


Three members of the Northwest Sub- 


urban Bar Association presented a juve- 
nile court trial for students and teachers 
at Schaumburg High School Friday 
morning. 


As part of the observance of Law 


Week, attorneys Michael P. Beers and 
Roy L. Forsberg of Schaumburg and 
Thomas C. Siesennop of Hanover Park, 
utilized a courtroom situation to demon- 
strate to the students the functions, oper- 
ation and inequities of the Illinois Juve- 
nile Court System. 


Each year 160,000 juveniles are sen- 


tenced to some kind of juvenile in- 
stitution in this country; 50 per cent for 
noncriminal offenses such as truancy 
and running away from home. 


Beers noted that it is important for stu- 


dents to understand their rights under 
the juvenile system. 


"We want the kids to know that al- 


though the system is designed for their 
protection, there are many inequities. 
For example, a youth can be assigned to 
the Illinois Youth Commission for a long- 
er time than an adult would be impris- 
oned for the same offense," Beers said.

The new contract will go into effect 


June 1 for a period of one year. It will 
affect regular members of Local 444 as 
well as Ironworkers working on permit 
in the City of Joliet. 


Contract terms were outlined by Ed- 


ward Arambasich, business representa- 
tive of Local 444; and Alfred Spires, 
president of the Will County Contract- 
ors Association. The contract calls for a 
57>-2 cent package increase, and em- 
ployers will contribute an additional 1 
cent per man hour of work to the ap- 
prentice training fund. 


The old contract was set at a S9.55 an 


hour package, of which 25 cents is for 
welfare fund, 12'^ cents is for a peasion 
fund and one cent for the apprentice 
fund. 


"The terms of the contract are within 


the guidelines established in President 
Nixon's executive order of March 29," 
said Walter Gajchak, chairman of the 
management 
negotiating 
committee. 


"The three management associations 
and Local 444 agree that this settlement 
will have a stabilizing influence on the 
inflationary spiral we have seen in this 
area." 


Representing RCEC in the negotia- 


tions with Local 444 was Robert Rosner, 
president of the Hoffman Rosner Corp. in 


Hoffman Estates. "The fact that the set- 
tlement is within the guidelines recom- 
mended by President Nixon is a healthy 
signs," he said. "It will definitely have a 
leveling effect on other contracts up for 
negotiation later this year." 


Rosner estimated that recent construc- 


tion industry wage and benefit settle- 
ments have averaged 15 per cent. "To 
the extent that pricing dulled the housing 
market, with less housing being built, 
these higher settlements had an adverse 
effect on area employment," he said. 


The executive director of RCEC, Ted 


Doufexis, said the settlement with Iron- 
workers Local 444 should have an effect 
on other labor negotiations now under- 
way. Ironworker contracts expiring this 
year include Local 395 in Hammond, Lo- 
cal 1 of Chicago and Local 63 of Chicago, 
all on June 1; Local 393 of Aurora, in 
July; and Local 374 of Hammond, in Sep- 
tember. 


President Nixon's proposal for con- 


struction industry inflation curbs called 
for the establishment of craft dispute 
boards for each of the major trades. The 
proposed boards would assure that wage 
and benefit agreements in the industry 
did not exceed an average annual rate, 
estimated by Labor Secretary James 
Hodgson at 6 per cent.

Some astounding things were said last 


week regarding the proposed 20 acre do- 
nation for a hospital site in Schaumburg 
on Schaumburfc Road, east of Illinois 
Boulevard. 


Building a hospital there has been tak- 


en as a matter of course for at least two 
years, but now is controversial 


Some Schaumburg Township residents 


think the whole site should be saved as a 
natural wildlife preserve and natural re- 
source area. For the many years the site 
lay dormant with only a tavern, no one 
mentioned saving it. 


Hoffman Estates Mayor Fred Downey 


added his criticism to the proposed 
Schaumburg site, calling it "sad and 
tragic" that the donor expects apartment 
zoning on the remaining 37 acres of the 
same parcel 


THAT WAS THE POT calling the 


kettle black. Hoffman Estates officials 
would like to see a hospital built on 25 
acres to be donated in the Moon Lake 
Village apartment complex being devel- 
oped by Robin Construction. Robin can 
build a miiximum of 6,800 units on its 
parcel of alwut 400 acres in Hoffman Es- 
tates 


And by way of the Hoffman Estates 


village board meeting, a letter signed by 
administrators of hospitals in Elk Grove 
Village. Arlington Heights and Elgin, 
stating they are against building a hospi- 


tal in Schaumburg, was made public. 


While Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. 


Atcher called the letter "short sighted," 
Hoffman Estates officials thought the let- 
ter enhanced the chances of that commu- 
nity receiving sanction on the 25 acre 
site. 


I interpreted the administrators' letter 


to mean that building a hospital in 
Schaumburg would take necessary busi- 
ness away from their institutions. How 
could one built in Hoffman Estates not 
do the same thing? I don't think the hos- 
pital administrators would be any hap- 
pier to see one built in Hoffman Estates 
instead of Schaumburg. 


THE CRITICISM didn't bother Atcher. 


He came out with a statement that must 
have flabbergasted a few of the critics. 


The Schaumburg area needs not one 


hospital, but three, to adequately meet 
the health needs of its residents in the 
future Atcher said. The time to get those 
sites set aside is now, the Schaumburg 
mayor maintained. 


He added that the sites didn't have to 


be within the corporate limits of Schaum- 
burg. 


Neither hospital site is definite yet. 


Both communities are in the early plan- 
ning stages. Now is the logical time for 
the villages to get together and mae mu- 
tual plans instead of competing. 


Building one, much less three hospi- 


tals, is going to take a united effort by 
the Schaumburg Township area.

Lapicola Urges School Loans 


Approval for the selling of $500,000 


more in tax anticipation warrants to car- 
ry Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54 
through the summer months will be 
•sked of the board of education in less 
than two weeks. 


Marvin 
Lapicola, district 
business 


manager, told the board Thursday night 
he will ask approval for the $500.000 in 
warrants at the next board meeting. The 
district already has approved taking out 
$1)00,000 in the warrants, a form of loan, 
but Lapicola said new dealys in tax bill- 
ing by Cook County will make the addi- 
tional warrants necessary. 
Originally, 


the district had anticipated receiving its 
tax money from the county around July 


1. Lapicola said he now expects to re- 
ceive it around Aug. 1. 


The 
original 
warrants, 
those 
for 


$800,000, are costing the district $1,667 
per month, said Lapicola, figuring on a 
2.5 per cent interest rate. The additional 
ones will cost $1,042 monthly, he said. 


THE NEW WARRANTS bring the total 


monthly cost to $2,709, said Lapicola, and 
if they are needed until Aug. 1 the total 
cost for the full time period will be 
$11.200. 


If the district had experienced no de- 


lays at all in receiving tax monies, said 
Lapicola, it still would have needed some 
warrants. But these would have cost only 
bout $3,300. 


Variable Schedule Eyed 


The school day will be shorter for 


some High School Dist. 211 students next 
year if they and their parents decide to 
eliminate one study hall from the regular 
74-period day. 


With parental permission, students will 


be allowed to be in school for 6Mi periods 
rather than the normal 7'j. By offering 
the option of a shorter day, district ad- 
ministrators hope to alleviate crowded 
study hall conditions, improve efficiency 
in bus transportation and provide flexi- 
bility in student schedules. 


The proposal for a shorter day, called 


the variable school day, was accepted by 
the Dist. 211 board of education Thurs- 
day night. 


In each high school, students will begin 


classes at two different times and be dis- 
missed at two times.

All starting and dismissal time will fall 


between 7:30 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. Classes 
will be no less than 50 minutes each per 
day in length. This year most class peri- 
ods are 55 minutes each per day. 


Just considering paid interest charges, 


said Lapicola, the delays are costing the 
district $7,900 it should not need to pay. 


Lapicola also estimated, after the 


meeting, the district could have earned 
approximately $12,000 to $15,000 in inter- 
est on its due monies, if it had received 
them on time and been able to bank 
them until they were needed for ex- 
penditures. These figures bring the total 
cost to the district resulting from the de- 
lays to between $23,000 and $26,000. 


Lapicola pointed out his figures apply 


only to Dist. 54, and similar costs are 
being experienced by all taxing bodies in 
the county. 


"IT'S A VERY SAD situation, and it 


certainly adds a real bite to taxpayer de- 
mands," Lapicola said. 


Lapicola also reported the district now 


is receiving tax monies due for 1968 on 
the Meadow Trace apartment complex, 
at a rate of $20,000 per month. Ka&uba 
Brothers, owner, delayed payment of the 
taxes when it was filing objections to the 
assessment. Kasuba also is paying a 
$5,000 fine for delayed payment, but Dist. 
54 does not receive any of this, said Lap- 
icola. 


Concerning personal property taxes, 


Lapicola said a court ruling has guaran- 
teed application of the tax on corpo- 
rations for the 1971 levy, which provides 
revenues for next year. 


Lapicola also said the district will re- 


coup about 64 per cent of its losses from 
abolishment of personal property taxes 
because of a change in the district's 
equalization rate for real property taxes. 
The rate was increased from 1.52 to 1.59, 
he said. 


Permission is being granted to the Lan- 


cer Park Homeowners Association to use 
the parking lot and driveways of Michael 
Collins Elementary School for a carnival 
June 6, Lapicola reported.

His first action was to report on the 


combined water, sewer and streets de- 
partments equipment, suggest approval 
of salary raises and propose hiring the 
additional men. 


At present the village water and sewer 


plants are taken care of by an assistant 
superintendent, an acting foreman, one 
full time sewage treatment plant oper- 
ator and three part time employees. 


DALLA VALLE pointed out that with 


one of those men leaving to the armed 
service this month, only three men will 
be on the payroll. 


The state will soon ask for 16 hour full- 


time supervision of water and sewage 
plants said Dalla Valle and a second 


man will be needed immediately. 


Dalla Valle said the public works com- 


mittee meetings will be held at 8:30 p.m. 
the fourth Tuesday of each month in the 
village hall. 


The raises approved bring the assist- 


ant superintendent's pay scale up from 
$10,000 a year to $11,759; the acting 
foreman's from $8,200 to $9,275 and the 
sewage plant operators from $7,875 to 
$8,250 a year. 


The trustee also urged action on the 


installation of sidewalks on the west side 
of Barrington Rd., between Walnut and 
Irving Park. 


"WHAT'S THE STATUS on the board's 


past request that bids be sought?" he 
asked of the village engineer. 


Engineer Larry Grindel said bids were

Work Bids 
Okayed By 
District 54 


Bids were awarded by Schaumburg 


Township School Dist. 54 to a number of 
firms for construction or purchases 
Thursday night, with the major ones for 
an addition to Hanover Highlands School 
and construction of a warehouse. 


The board awarded a $196,253 contract 


to Alan Construction Co. as general con- 
tractor for the school addition. The sum 
includes contracts for mechanical trades 
work in three areas, for which the board 
received separate bids. But on recom- 
mendation from district architects and 
engineers, all four contract areas were 
combined into one, with Alan having re- 
sponsibility for supervision of the three 
other firms. 


ON AN INDIVIDUAL basis, Alan's bid 


for the general contract alone was 
$121 342; Tri Heating Inc. bid $41,789 for 
heating and ventilating; Vern Smith 
Electric bid $16,922 for electrical work, 
and West Irving Plumbing bid $16,200 for 
plumbing. They all received the con- 
tracts, under Alan. 


The same firms, both bidding and re- 


ceiving contracts individually, were cho- 
sen for the warehouse work, slated for 
the Schaumburg Elementary School site. 
The contracts are for the general, 
$88,724; 
for heating and ventilating, 


$10.348; for electrical, $2,078, and for 
plumbing, $9,800. 


The board also awarded a contract to 


Plote Inc. for $6,935 for paving of a 
driveway, bus turn, truck unloading area 
and parking area for the warehouse. Also 
bidding was J. A. Johnson Paving Co., 
quoting a price of $9,204.

A relatively small number of Wheeling 


and Buffalo Grove residents have taken 
advantage of a new postal law designed 
to combat obscene mail, but the Wheel- 
ing po.stma.iter still thinks the law "has 
been very effective." 


Postmaster Edward Swan said the ef- 


fectivrnes,i can be measured in terms of 
whether people who object to sex-ori- 
onted mail are able to get their names 
dropped from the mailing lists of por- 
nographn s 


And in these terms the law. which 


went into effect last Feb 
1, has been 


quite successful, according to Swan. 


"IT t'SKD to be that people came in 


here worried about this kind of mail, es- 
pecially people who have minors in their 
family." Swan said "But there was noth- 
ing we could do about it " 


Swan said that U. S. Supreme Court 


deci.smn* on obscenity and pornography 
hnd left postal authorities bewildered 
"The postal inspectors were not able to 
pro.Hpcute on the basis of these decisions, 
so what could we do7" Swan said. 


Now. if a resident comes into the post 


office complaining about obscene mail, 
postal 
employes can 
do something. 


They hand the person a form to fill out. 
The person simply writes his name and 
address on the form. 


Husbands and wife must fill out sepa- 


rate forms, but parents can fill out forms 
for children under 19. 


THE POST office sends the forms to 


postal inspectors and the names of the 
persons go on a list published by the gov- 
ernment and sold to persons who mail 
advertisements promoting sex informa- 
tion and pictures. Pornographers can be 
fined heavily for sending such mail to 
persons who have registered with the 
post office 


Swan said that m February, just after 


the law went into effect, the Wheeling 
post office received about "10 or 12 regis- 
trations a week " Now that number has

that the commissioners want to delay ac- 
tion on the proposal until they had time 
to examine the site, which would be in 
the southeast corner of Heritage Park. 
"It would be near the football fields," 
Arndt said, "and the commissioners 
wanted to see what effect it might have 
on the fields." 


Robert Ross, a member of the park 


board, said that although he had read 
reports about the proposed pumping sta- 
tion in the Herald, no proposal had been 
presented to the board until Hamer's ap- 


pearance last Thursday. "We wanted 
time to study it," Ross said. 


Hamer said that the pumping station 


was recommended by the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, which is working with 
the village on the flood control program. 


He said the station would pump water 


from the detention pond in the park into 
the Wheeling Drainage Ditch. It would be 
used, Hamer said, when the pond is filled 
and would keep the pond from over- 
flowing onto neighboring property. 


At last week's meeting, the park board 


also elected new officers. Alf Wilson suc- 
ceeds Ross as president and Eugene 
Sackett was elected vice president. 


CONTINUING IN their former posi- 


tions were Arndt, board secretary; Bill 
Blank, treasurer; and Roger Bjorvik, at- 
torney. 


Commissioner Lorraine Lark will head 


the finance committee. Ross will head 
the building and grounds committee.

Caskey the district s planning consultant 


In making the presentation Caskey, 


said "with the tremendous growth wit- 
nessed in the Buffalo Grove community 
over the past few years, the need for 
park and recreation facilities has be- 
come very apparent 
With more and 


more apartment and residential building 
going on m the area, we must provide for 
open space now The village will continue 
to expand its efforts to secure public use 
parcels from developers 


"IT IS NOW NECESSARY for the park 


district tn develop these sites and pur- 
chase additional acreage A community 
is not complete without adequate recrea- 
tion facilities 
he said 


Caskey explained that the plan was 


compiled using the results of surveys and 
interviews he conducted in the last few 
months 
"After 
several 
months in- 


tensive study and planning the park dis- 
trict has come up with what is felt to be 
the best possible first phase park devel- 
opment program to adequately serve the 
majority of its residents This proposed 
park improvement program will provide 
outstanding facilities for leisure time en-

An outdoor swimming pool is proposed 


for the ' north end of the district" in 
Lake County, Caskey said The other pro- 
posed pool will be built in conjunction 
with the construction of a Dist 214 high 
school in Buffalo Grove That pool will 
be full-size and could be used as either 
in indoor or outdoor pool Caskey said he

A TOTAL OF $95000 has been allo- 


cated for the improvement of the exist- 
ing Emmerich Park building in the cen- 
ter of the village Caskey said an addi- 
tion would be added, movable partitions 
installed and the kitchen area expanded 
Another building, described by Caskey as 
"a pre school-park shelter" is proposed

Few Here Take Advantage Of Anti-Smut Mail Law 


A relatively small number of Wheeling 


and Buffalo Grove residents have taken 
advantage of a new postal law designed 
to combat obscene mail but the Wheel 
ing postmaster still tiunks the law "has 
been very effective ' 


Postmaster Edward Swan said the ef- 


fectiveness can be measured in terms of 
whether people who object to sex-on- 
ented mail are able to get their names 
dropped from the mailing lists of por- 
nographers 


And in these terms the law which 


went into effect last Feb 1, has been 
quite successful, according to Swan 


"IT USED to be that people came in 


here worried about this kind of mail, es- 
pecially people who have minors in their 
family," Swan said "But there was noth- 
ing we could do about it ' 


Swan said that U S Supreme Court 


decisions on obscenity and pornography 
had left postal authorities bewildered 
"The postal inspectors were not able to 
prosecute on the basis of these decisions, 
so what could we do7" Swan said 


Now, if a resident comes into the post 


office complaining about obscene mail, 


postal employes can do something 
They hand the person a form to fill out 
The person simply writes his name and 
address on the form 


Husbands and wife must fill out sepa- 


rate forms but parents can fill out forms 
for children under 19 


THE POST office sends the forms to 


postal inspectors and the names of the 
persons go on a list published by the gov- 
ernment and sold to persons who mail 
advertisements promoting sex informa 
tion and pictures Pornographers can be 
fined heavily for sending such mail to 
pe-sons who have registered with the 
post office 


Swan said that m February, just after 


the law went into effect the Wheeling 
post office received about' 10 or 12 regis- 
trations a week 
Now that number has 


dropped to "three or four a week," Swan 
said 


This is only a tiny fraction of the 25,000 


persons served by the post office, but 
Swan said that the persons who regis- 
tered are pleased with the results 


"I've talked to some of these people," 


Swan said 
and they say that after they 


came here and registered they haven t 
received any more obscene mail Before 
they registered this was a very severe 
problem for people ' 


SWAN SAID that the forms are avail- 


able at the post office on Dundee Road, 


but he cautioned residents who register 
not to expect too much 


"Some people go overboard" Swan 


said "One lady came in and she said she 
didn't *ant any more third class mail — 
we don't like to call it junk mail — at all 
We just can't do that "

Although the Combined Counties Police 


Association 
(CCPA) and the village 


board's negotiating team tentatively set- 
tled on a higher salary offer, the board 
has independently set a salary allotment 
that Is contrary to the negotiators' rec- 
ommendations, hut in line with the '71-72 
budget capabilities. 


If the ordinance, which is for all vil- 


laae employes, is passed tonight, patrol- 
men will rrceive a 6 8 per cent across- 
the-board increase, with the exception 
that top pay will be set at $12.610 annual- 
ly Current top pay is $11,700. 


This Is lower than an accord reached 


by negotiators In March provided. At 
that limp thr CCPA and village negotia- 
tor* agrprd on d two year contract with 
a 9 for the first and 8 per cent for the 
second year increase 


Village Mgr Berton G Braun said the 


difference between the two proposals 
amounts to about $72 annually per man, 
and $140 for top pay. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS began after last 


August when all but a few of Palatine's 
25 patrolmen voted to join the CCPA, for- 
merly known as the Cook County Police 
Association 


That same month, the 
board Of 


trustees voted to recognize the CCPA as 
th<> sole bargaining agent for collective 
negotiations for the patrolmen. 


Things came to a head last Friday

Countryside YMCA received a nice 


surprise last week It received pledges of 
$1 000 each from the student councils of 
Fremd and Palatine high schools toward 
the Y's building fund drive 


YMCA director Herman HertoR called

The student councils didn't have to 


make these pledges. They could have 
used these funds for other projects that 
may have benefited only themselves or a 
small part of the community.

For this, the student councils should be 


praised 


Even though their donations will repre- 


sent less than a thousandth of the total 
contributions when the $1.7 million goal 
is reached by the Y's building fund 
drive, their contribution will carry a 


great significance. 


While drive leaders have concentrated 


on businessmen, blue collar workers, in- 
dustry, churches and even teachers at 
area schools, nobobdy solicited any dona- 
tions from the high school students. This 
contribution will mean that both the 
young and the old backed the YMCA and 
that the young cared enough to donate 
without being asked. 


Also, many adults will be making large 


contributions to the Y's drive. While 
some of their donations will be larger, 
the student council's pledge will appear 
greater since the councils have less to 
give. 


At Fremd, their pledge will mean even 


more, since the council is already back- 
ing a large project, raising $1,000 to build 
a school with the Peace Corps in a for- 
eign nation.

Teacher recruitment in High School 


Dist. 211 is almost at a standstill until 
the board of education receives more in- 
formation about the district's assessed 
valuation and a recent court case abol- 
ishing corporate personal property taxes. 


The board, at its Thursday meeting, 


temporarily limited the .lumber of teach- 
ers to be hired next yeai to 415, about 25 
less than the number of teachers in Dist. 
211 this year. 


"We don't intend to have fewer teach- 


ers than last year, but until we know 
what our assessed valuation is, we can't 
do much," said Carolyn Mullins.

Board members are also concerned

said. 


THE BOARD has already offered con- 


tracts for next year to presently em- 
ployed teachers. So far, 32 resignations 
have been received fromthe 440 faculty 
members. With Thursday's board deci- 
sion, administrators can hire seven new 
teachers for next year. 


Administrators are anticipating hold- 


ing the number of teachers at 440 despite 
an expected 800-student increase in en- 
rollment. The pupil-teacher ratio will 
probably increase from 16:1 to 18:1 next 
year. 


Though board members voted unani- 


mously on the 415 figure, some felt the 
district should hire for only specialized 
positions until negotiations with teachers 
over salaries progress further. 


"We are in a real strenuous situation 


in our negotiations right now. I ron't 
think we should commit ourselves to 
adding teachers until that is resolved," 
Paul Hughes said. 


BY AGREEMENT, board members 


and the teachers' negotiating team have 
agreed not to comment on negotiations 
until they are completed. Negotiators 
have been meeting weekly for about two 
months. 


Administrators had asked the board to 


allow them to hire replacements for 


teachers leaving the district: "If we wait 
too long before offering some of them 
jobs we will not get some of the best 
teachers," Supt. Richard Kolze said. 


"That's a risk I'm prepared to take. 


We were concerned about the morale and 
our obligation to the teachers we now 
have and took a calculated risk when we 
offered them all contracts. Other dis- 
tricts have been cutting back on teach- 
ers," board president Robert Creek said, 
sent. Rudd reported this would mean any 
future additions could not be built on the 
school using state funds since the state 
would take temporary title of the land. 
The board agreed to insist the stipulation 
be removed. No similar terms have been 
attached to any previous developers con- 
tributions t- the district. 


Mrs. Diane Hart, board

called a meeting of the building and sites 
committee for 8 p.m.

SHE ALSO REPORTED on a plan by 


the Northwest Educational Cooperative 
to support legislation for parity in state 
aid to dual and unit school districts. A 
bill before the legislature enacting the 
parity would mean an additional $200,000 
revenue for the district in 1971-72, said 
Lapicola, and an additional $400,000 in 72- 
73. 


The board also approved a request by

Their property abuts the school, and the 
fence will cross a sidewalk they have in- 
stalled which connects with a school 
walk.

bility." 


Because land is "extremely hard to get 


now" in this area, Kiszka said financial 
donations from developers are very im- 
portant in purchasing acreage. He esti- 
mated that the market price for a school 
site in Dist. 15's area is between $12,000 
and $20,000 an acre. An average school 
site is about eight acres. 


Dist. 15 received commitments from 


both the Sellergren and Zale developers 
that they would donate $200 per unit as 
compensation for the increased number 
of students the developments will bring 
to the district. 


ALTHOUGH THERE ARE currently 


no state requirements that school dis- 
tricts be given land or money donations, 
Kiszka said local councils and boards 
"have been very cooperative In the past 
with the developers over schools." He 
said the needs of the school district have 
always been taken into consideration. 


"There hasn't been one group that 


hasn't been cooperative," he said. 


If the legislation is approved, actual 


land or financial donations would be de- 
termined by local municipalities and not 
according to any state formula. No 
guidelines would be set for minimum or 
maximum donations.

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Library Buys 
3,000 Volumes; 
Half Grant Left 


Half of the $30.000 grant given to the 


Rolling Meadows Library by the city 
council in December has been spent to 
date, increasing the number of volumes 
in the library by about 3.000. 


By the time all the money is spent, 


Miss Virginia Connell, head librarian, es- 
timated the shelves will stock between 
23.000 and 29,000 books. The library held 
roughly 21,000 before the grant was given 
by the city government from surplus 
sales tax funds. 


"As a result of the $30,000 grant, our 


circulation has inc-eased about 1.000 
books each month," Miss Connell said. 


The increase of volumes in the library 


has caused a shortage of shelving space, 
and some books have been piled on the 
floor. The library board recently ap- 
proved purchase of 82 more shelves, 
which will provide one additional shelv- 
ing section to each existing section in the 
adult department 


HOWEVER. THE shelving will not be 


installed for at least three months, Miss 
Connell said. 


To alleviate some of the space short- 


age problems, Miss Connell said she 
plans to go through the entire collection 
shortly and pull out all the outdated vol- 
umes that are of little use for circulation. 


"About 15 per cent of the books in our 


library are outdated and should be can- 
celled from the shelves," she said, ex-

plaining that many of these old volumes 
are left over from when the library was 
first started. "If we pull some of the 
dead wood out of the stacks, we'll have 
room for our new books as they come 
in." 


Books in such fields as sociology, sci- 


ence and technology are particularly dif- 
ficult to keep updated, Miss Connell said, 
and much emphasis has been placed in 
these areas in spending some of the 
grant money. 


ALTHOUGH THE $30,000 grant will 


substantially increase the library's stock, 
"it's really just a drop in the bucket," 
Miss Connell said. "We were so far be- 
low average before the grant that the 
city money just helped to put us back on 
our feet." 


National Library Association standards 


recommend that each library provide 2V4 
books per capita to its residents. "To 
even get to the level of two books per 
capita, or or about 40,000 books for Roll- 
ing Meadows, will take some time," she 
said. 


Miss Connell emphasized that National 


Library Association standards are ex- 
tremely high and usually are Inter- 
preted as goals rather than standards. 
She said few libraries probably actually 
meet the standards.

Library Fund Drive Seeks $1,500 


School Chiefs 
See Cut In 
Tax Receipts 


With almost all its 1970 tax money cd- 


* lected, Palati e-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 


officials foresee a cut of about 4% per 
cent in total tax receipts as a result of 
last month's Circuit Court decision de- 
claring the personal property taxes col- 
l e c t e d f r o m corporations uncon- 
stitutional. 


"It would appear to us that a little 


more than $200,000 might be lost because 
of the court decision," Frank Whiteley, 
Dist. 15 superintendent, said. However. 
Dist. 15 has "no way of knowing what 
part of the total personal property taxes 
collected comes from individuals or cor- 
porations." 


If the circuit court ruling is held up by 


the Illinois Supreme Court, the effect of 
the cuts would be greater on other school 
districts, such as Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59, than on Dist. 15. However. 
Whiteley said, "Any erosion on our tax 
base at this tune is extremely critical." 


ACCORDING TO William Colburn. 


Dist. 15 business manager, Dist. 15's to- 
tal assessed valuation for personal prop- 
erty is $19 million, and the total collec- 
tion on it to date is $202,658. 


"So few individuals generally pay their 


personal property taxes that it's safe to 
say that the greatest percentage of the 
$200,000 collected comes from corpo- 
rations," Colburn said. However, he 
could not give a definite breakdown of 
the taxes because he said the county of- 
fice does not provide him with the infor- 
mation. 


Unlike many other surrounding school 


districts, Dist. 15 has not been forced to 
borrow money through tax anticipation 
warrants to meet its expenses. Districts 
that are operating on warrants could lose 
much of their borrowing power if the 
court ruling is upheld, further hurting 
their financial situations.

suffer losses if the ruling is upheld are: 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54, $150,000; 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21,

Board Forced To Borrow 


Late mailings of 1971 tax bills to local 


residents have caught the Rolling Mead- 
ows Park District short of finances and 
forced the park board to authorize the 
issuance of $75,000 in tax anticipation 
warrants. 


The board Thursday approved the im- 


mediate issuance of $50,000 worth of war- 
rants, at five per cent interest, to pay off 
$26.500 in bonded indebtedness by June 1 
on the 1969 $900,000 bond referendum for 
the Sports Complex. 


Board members are hoping they will 


not need to issue the remaining $25,000 in 
warrants and that summer ice skating 
ind swimming receipts 
will provide 


enough income for the park district to 
pay all its bills. 


The park district still anticipates re- 


ceiving between $10,000 and $15,000 in 
taxes from last year's hills before any 
money from this year's bills is received. 
Susan Smith, park district secretary, 
said she expects tax money on new bills 
to begin to be received by the park dis- 
trict 'n August. 


The last time the park district was 


forced to issue tax anticipation warrants 
was 2'/i years ago to help meet expenses. 
At that tfc*e, $25,000 worth of warrants 
were issued.

School Officials Back Donation Bills 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 offi- 


cials will strongly support two bills cur- 
rently before the State Senate that would 
legalize the requirement of land or cash 
donations to school districts from devel- 
opers and builders. 


'.'If it takes a trip to Springfield, I'll 


go," Joseph Kiszka, assistant superin- 
tendent of Dist. 15, said. "I'll do what- 
ever I can to support both bills." 


Senate Bill 658, if approved, would au- 


thorize municipalities to require a devel- 
oper to provide land or money to a local 
school district to accommodate addition- 


al students brought to the district. Senate 
Bill 659 would give similar authority to 
counties over unincorporated areas. 


Kiszka said a provision of the bills he 


is "most excited about" would require 
that all land donations made by a devel- 
oper be approved by the municipal gov- 
ernment for sewer, fire and other local 
regulations. 


UNDER SUCH A PROVISION, the 


builder would be responsible for land im- 
provements rather than the school dis- 
trict, which would be "a tremendous sav- 
ings" for the district, Kiszka said. 


Dist. 15 recently approved a $29,000 


land improvement project at the Hunting 
Ridge School site in Palatine to correct 
water drainage. Under the proposed leg- 
islation, the land improvements would 
have been paid by the Hunting Ridge de- 
veloper. 


"I definitely feel an individual coming 


to a community with a planned unit de- 
velopment must include either land or 
money for the students," Kiszka said.

Countryside YMCA received a nice 


surprise last week. It received pledges of 
$1.000each fromthe student councils of 
Fremd and Palatine high schools toward 
the Y's building fund drive.

Teacher recruitment in High School 


DM. 211 is almost at a standstill until 
the board of education receives more in- 
formation about the district's assessed 
valuation and a recent court case abol- 
ishing corporate personal property taxes.

ers to be hired next year to 415, about 25 
less than the number of teachers in Dist.

THE BOARD has already offered con-

With Thursday's board deci- 
sion, administrators can hire seven new 
teachers for next year. 


Administrators are anticipating hold- 


ing the number of teachers at 440 despite 
an expected 800-student increase in en- 
rollment. The pupil-teacher ratio will 
probably increase from 16:1 to 18:1 next 
year. 


Though board members voted unani- 


mously on the 415 figure, some felt the 
district should hire for only specialized 
positions until negotiations with teachers 
over salaries progress further. 


"We are in a real strenuous situation 


in our negotiations right now. I ron't 
think we should commit ourselves 
to 


adding teachers until that is resolved," 
Paul Hughes said. 


BY AGREEMENT, board members 


and the teachers' negotiating team have 
agreed not to comment on negotiations 
until they are completed. Negotiators 
have been meeting weekly for about two 
months. 


Administrators had asked the board to 


allow them to hire replacements for 


teachers leaving the district: "If we wait 
too long before offering some of them 
jobs we will not get some of the best 
teachers," Supt. Richard Kolze said. 


"That's a risk I'm prepared to take. 


We were concerned about the morale and 
our obligation to the teachers we now 
have and took a calculated risk when we 
offered them all contracts. Other dis- 
tricts have been cutting back on teach- 
ers," board president Robert Creek said, 
sent. Rudd reported this would mean any 
future additions could not be built on the 
school using state funds since the state 
would take temporary title of the land. 
The board agreed to insist the stipulation 
be removed. No similar terms have been 
attached to any previous developers con- 
tributions to the district. 


Mrs. Diane Hart, board member,

bility." 


Because land is "extremely hard to get 


now" in this area, Kiszka said financial 
donations from developers are very im- 
portant in purchasing acreage. He esti- 
mated that the market price for a school 
site in Dist. 15's area is between $12,000 
and $20,000 an acre. An average school 
site is about eight acres. 


Dist. 15 received commitments from 


both the Sellergren and Zale developers 
that they would donate $200 per unit as 
compensation for the increased number 
of students the developments will bring 
to the district. 


ALTHOUGH THERE ARE currently 


no state requirements that school dis- 
tricts be given land or money donations, 
Kiszka said local councils and boards 
"haw been very cooperative in the past 
with the developers over schools." He 
said the needs of the school district have 
always been taken into consideration. 


"There hasn't been one group that 


hasn't been cooperative," he said. 


If the legislation is approved, actual 


land or financial donations would be de- 
termined by local municipalities and not 
according to any state formula. No 
guidelines would be set for minimum or 
maximum donations.

.Shop Center, Open Land 
Proposals Top Planner Study

A major subregional shopping and of- 


fice center at Palatine and Rand roads 
and the designation of the Rolling Green 
Country club as permanent open land 
are two of the major proposals included 
in a recent study made by the Arlington 
Heights village planner. 


The proposals are two of the highpoints 


of the Rand Road Area Study, made by 
Joseph Keslcr. village planner, on in- 
struction of Village Mgr. L.A. Hanson. 


Keslcr said the unincorporated area 


along Rand Road, "known well to all of 
us for its problems, should rather be 
evaluated as a potential economic asset 
in the future of Arlington Heights." 


He said potential benefits from the 


area outweigh the present problems and 
urged a "bold, decisive and prompt" vil- 
lage policy toward the area in view of 
the "extremely heavy demand for land, 
resulting speculative trends and existing 
planning vacuum." 


THE SUBJECT OF Kessler's study in- 


cludes about 613 acres adjoining Rand 
Road, outside the village limits and 
about 200 acres already annexed to the 
village. 


The study includes most of the land 


adjoining Rand from Euclid Street north- 
west to Rte. 53. The large area, with 
"highly irregular boundaries." physi- 
cally was "always a part of Arlington 
Heights." according to the report. 


Kesler said the policy of the village 


should be to "annex these areas to prop- 
erly align the village boundaries and to 
ensure proper development." 


The planner described the area as 


being in a "critical transitional period." 
He said although the present character 
of the area is changing rapidly, there is 
"still 
a 
possibility 
of implementing 


proper development of the entire area 
through sound planning." 


Perhaps the most significant proposal 


in Kesler's report is establishment of a 
subregional shopping center at the inter- 
section of Rand and Palatine roads. 


Kesler proposed in his report that two 


vacant land parcels, on the southeast and 
southwest corners of the intersection, be 
designated for planned commercial de- 
velopment if annexed to the village "in 
view of the unique central location." He 
said the sites, which comprise more than 
60 acres, are especially well suited for 
such a center, despite the fact that the 
village is served by Randhurst and 
Woodfield Mall, currently under con- 
struction. 


THE POPULATION of the northern 


part of the village and of the total trade 
area that would be served by such a cen- 


ter, according to Kesler, would be ade- 
quate to support at least one department 
store and a "complete conglomeration" 
of other stores. 


He said the four-mile radius trade area 


of the proposed center contains a popu- 
lation of 192.000, which will grow to about 
375.000 by 1980. 


Keslcr said a pedestrian underpass 


across Rand Road would be necessary to 
connect the two areas into one functional 
unit. He also noted that retention basins 
of "considerable size" would have to be 
included in both areas. 


The land area used for retention basins 


should be used, according to the planner, 
for parking built over a concrete deck, 
and a proper buffer should be provided 
wherever the business area adjoins 
single-family homes. 


The proposed complex, which Kesler 


said should include professional offices, 
"could be of vital importance," to the 
village. He said it would provide con- 
veniences not existing presently and 
would provide the village with an addi- 
tional sales tax income of about $1 mil- 
lion a year. 


KESLER. WHO discouraged dividing 


the land into smaller units, said the pro- 
posed development is necessary to the 
total commercial development of the vil- 
lage. 


"The numerous neighborhood, commu- 


nity shopping centers and discount type 
businesses serving the Arlington Heights 
area at the present time cannot substi- 
tute and fulfill the need of a major facil- 
ity as proposed for the Rand and Pala- 
tine roads intersection," he said. 


"This area has all the necessary physi- 


cal, locational, traffic and economic as- 
sets and criteria required for such a fa- 
cility. By attracting one or more of the 
leading department store organizations 
to constitute a core of such a devel- 
opment, this type project will be feasible 
in the near future." 


THE VILLAGE PLANNER said the 


center is needed to reverse an undesi- 
rable trend in which most local money is 
being spent outside village limits. 


In a second major proposal, Kesler 


said the Rolling Green Country Club 
property should remain in its present use 
or in a "similar public recreational use." 


Kesler said in the event the open land 


is endangered by any development other 
than recreational, public condemnation 
powers should be used with the assis- 
tance of federal and state (, .nts to pre- 
serve the land and to maintain the envi- 
ronmental balance. If such a procedure

rollment is large enough to fill a class. 


EACH SUMMER SCHOOL student 


must enroll for three hours of instruc- 
tion. The course list includes one, two 
and three-hour classes. The fee for mate- 
rials is $7.50. There is an optional bus 
transportation fee of $5. 


The program will operate from June 21 


to August 6. The daily sessions will be 
held from 8:30 a.m. to 11:30 a.m. at the 
Feehanville School, 400 E. Kensington 
Rd., Mount Prospect, and at the Indian 
Grove School, 302 S. Lee Street, Prospect 
Heights. Bus service will be available 
from the Euclid School and Bond School 
to the Feehanville center and from Park- 
view School to the Indian Grove center. 


Courses in mathematics and reading 


are offered on the remedial, review and 
enrichment levels. In defining these lev- 
els the district brochure states, "the re- 
medial level is for those who need in- 
tensive study; the review level is for 
those who want to maintain the basic 
skills they have already learned; and the 
enrichment level is for students who 
want to expand their basic knowledge. 


ACADEMIC COURSES are also offered 


in the areas of math and science, lan- 
guage arts and social studies, and spell- 
ing and handwriting. In addition, the dis- 
trict is offering classes in outdoor educa- 
tion, typing, creative arts, creative writ- 
ing and recreational activities. 


In the survey, a majority of parents 


said they were most interested in enrich- 
ment programs, while they were the 
least interested in remedial programs. 


Harwood said he had expected a great- 


er number of parents would want reme- 
dial classes: "In the past, the program 
has been heavily remedial. Now we are 
looking for more inspiration and drive." 


The survey showed that 198 parents 


had enrolled their children in district 
summer programs in previous summers, 
while 470 have not. A plurality of parents 
said the location of a given class will be 
the determining factor as to whether or 
not they enroll their child. 


ABOUT TWO-THIRDS of the parents 


said they would not enroll their children 
in summer school if it was offered on a 
tuition basis (approximately $35 per 
child.) In the past and this year the dis- 
trict is being reimbursed by the state for 
most of the cost of the summer program. 
For the district to qualify for state aid, 
each student must be enrolled for a total 
of three hours each day. 


On hearing the results of the tuition 


question, Thomas Le Febvre, a school 
board member, said, "many parents 
spend $35 for summer camp, but they 
won't for summer school." 


Other school board members said they 


would prefer that the district offer a few 
courses in areas such as recreation and 
home economics because they are in the 
park district's jurisdiction. They added 
that this will be the first summer that 
the River Trails Park District's swim- 
ming pool will be open all summer.

Invited are the eight elementary school 
districts and High School Dist. 214, the 
scnools that make up the Northwest 
Educational Cooperative (NEC). How- 
ever, the meeting is not sponsored by 
NEC. 


"WE SHOULD FIRST find out what 


the proolem is at the Cook County treas- 
urer's office. We all sit back and specu- 


late but no one really knows," Foster 
said. 


Foster does not favor a lawsuit. "I 


think we can accomplish more by coop- 
erating with the county office than by 
threatening them," he said. "Maybe we 
can help them with a solution to the 
problem." 


Property tax billing and collecting is 


being handled completely by the county 
for the first time this year. Normally the 
bills are out to taxpayers no later than 
March 30, with a due date for the first 
installment in May. 


This year the bills are not out yet. and 


observers in the county office predict 
first installments will not be due until 
August. School districts, which receive 80 
to 85 per cent of the tax dollar, are feel- 
ing the delay more than any other taxing 
body in the county. 


DIST. 57 WILL lose about $1.000 a 


month in interest on tax monies which 
would have been deposited in the bank, 
according to J. C. Busenhart, business 
manger. 


D i s t . 57 has currently borrowed 


$900,000 in TAWs. "We now pay $3.000 a 


month on interest on TAWs. When the 
tax monies come in we'll buy back some 
of the TAWs and the interest will de- 
crease," he explained. 


Dist. 57 has not yet had to borrow ex- 


tra money to make up for the late tax 
monies.

other arterial roads is carried out." 


The Kesler report also proposes an ex- 


tensive increase of land designated for 
commercial use and for additional multi- 
family developments in certain areas. 


The report explains that individual 


businesses in separate buildings should 
be discouraged because they have a det- 
rimental effect on traffic. "Large com- 
mercial developments with a limited ac- 
cess are the most desirable for Rand 
Road sites," he said. 


KESLER SAID a heavy demand for 


multi-family use will increase because of 
land economics and the continued in- 
crease of the cost of single-family homes. 
He said about 1,100 multi-family units 
could be built in recommended areas. 
"These units preferably should be small 


and designed for single individuals or 
small families." 


The report adds, however, "a substan- 


tial amount of single-family dwellings 
should remain and be constructed to 
maintain a proper balance of various 
housing types and also to preserve the 
general character of the 
Arlington 


Heights area as a single-family borne 
community." 


Kesler estimated the largely vacant 


land could accommodate 9,275 to 21,360 
persons, depending on zoning, if used for 
residential purposes only. The present 
population along the road, in unincorpo- 
rated areas only, is about 1,200. 


The study also proposes proper land 


utilization of land adjoining John Hersey 
High School; replanning, resubdividing 


and redeveloping of certain areas; im- 
provement of the traffic circulation; and 
preventive flood control measures. 


Kesler notes in his report that the pro- 


posals would be fully applicable only if a 
particular area is annexed to the village 
and only with the consent cf the property 
owner. 


He also points out that the purpose of 


the report is to establish developmental 
guidelines and should not be construed as 
an official plan unless adopted by village 
ordinance. 


The entire Rand Road area study will 


be the subject of a series of hearings by 
the Village Plan Commission. The first 
hearing on the report has been scheduled 
by the commission for June 16 at 8 p.m., 
in the village hall.

Residents' Meet 
On Storm Sewers 
Termed Failure 


More than 200 Marten Heights area 


residents, concerned about the amounts 
of their assessments for a new storm 
sewer system, attended a meeting Satur- 
day afternoon in St. Cecelia Catholic 
Church. 


But when the two-hour affair ended, 


the group had made no decisions con- 
cerning its next move, and the man re- 
sponsible for the gathering admitted the 
meeting "hurt our cause." 


The project which prompted the meet- 


ing is known as Special Assessment 70. It 
will cost about 
SfiM.OOO with Hatlen 


Heights area residents paying most of 
the cost through 
special 
assessment. 


The village will contribute about $157,000 
or about 25 per cent of the cost, as the 
public benefit portion of the project. 


The Hatlen Heights area is on the wes- 


tern edge of the village south of Central 
Road. Installation of the new sewer sys- 
tem near Lrncoln Street, Meier and 
Busse roads, is expected to alleviate 
flooding in Hatlen Heights .md the sur- 
rounding area. 


RESIDENTS WHO will be assessed 


were notified several days ago of the ex- 
act amount if their assessment. The av- 
erage assessment is about $1.100, accord- 
ing to an attorney hired by the village. 
About 380 homeowners are involved. 


At Saurday's meeting, residents heard 


from Trustee Richard Monroe, himself a 
resident of the Hatlen Heights area, as 
well as from attorneys. 


The meeting was set up by Anthony 


Amato Jr., a Hotlen Heights homeowner, 
who said Saturday his goal is to have the 
present sewer plan discarded by the vil- 
lage. "If we get the assessments reduced 
by 15 to 20 per cent, I feel the village 
would throw the plan out." He said, "Un- 
til the village can give assurances this is 
the best system." he was opposed to it. 


Amato said at the outset of the meet- 


ing. "I think the majority of us are inter- 
ested in having a sewer system, but we 
feel the assessments are unjust." But. a 
majority of those there indicated in a 
poll of the audience, that they felt they 
would derive no benefit from the plan.

Hofert told the group to hire a lawyer 


and then hire professional engineers and 
real estate personnel in objecting to their 
assessments.' 


He urged the homeowners to "organize 


committees, give funds, get experts and 
let the committee make the decisions." 
And he warned: "You don't have much 
time." 


The court hearing on the assessments 


is set for May 17. Hofert indicated this 
would be the only chance the home- 
owners would have to object to the as- 
sessments.

Summer School To Stress Basic Academic Subjects 


The Dist. 26 School Board has ap- 


proved a summer school program which 
conforms to district parents' recommen- 
dations. 


The recommendations came in a ques- 


tionnaire distributed by the district to its 
pupils' parents in Prospect Heights and 
Mount Prospect. 


In the survey a majority of respond- 


ents indicated they preferred a summer 
school program that stresses basic aca- 
demic subjects. Reading, mathematics 
and art were the most popular subjects 
listed in the survey. 


Supt. Winston Harwood announced that 


a brochure listing the summer programs 
will be ready for distribution latjr this 
month. He added that each of the ap- 
proximately 20 programs listed in the 
brochure will be offered only if the en- 
rollment is large enough to fill a class. 


EACH 
SUMMER 
SCHOOL student 


must enroll for three hours of instruc- 
tion. The course list includes one, two 
and three-hour classes. The fee for mate- 


rials is $7.50. There is an optional bus 
transportation fee of $5. 


The program will operate from June 21 


to August 6. The daily sessions will be 
held from 8:30 a.m. to 11:30 a.m. at the 
Feehanville School, 400 E. Kensington 
Rd., Mount Prospect, and at the Indian 
Grove School, 302 S. Lee Street, Prospect 
Heights. Bus service will be available 
from the Euclid School and Bond School 
to the Feehanville center and from Park- 
view School to the Indian Grove center. 


Courses in mathematics and reading 


are offered on the remedial, review and 
enrichment levels. In defining these lev- 
els the district brochure states, "the re- 
medial level is for those who need in- 
tensive study; the r view level is for 
those who want to maintain the basic 
skills they have already learned; and the 
enrichment level is for students who 
want to expand their basic knowledge. 


ACADEMIC COURSES are also offered 


in the areas of math and science, lan- 
guage arts and social studies, and spell- 
ing and handwriting.

In the survey, a majority of parents 


said they were most interested in enrich- 
ment programs, while they were the 
least interested in remedial programs. 


Harwood said he had expected a great- 


er number of parents would want reme- 
dial classes: "In the past, the program 
has been heavily remedial. Now we are 
looking for more inspiration and drive." 


The survey showed that 198 parents 


had enrolled their children in district 
summer programs in previous summers, 
while 470 have not. A plurality of parents 


said the location of a given class will be 
the determining factor as to whether or 
not they enroll their child. 


ABOUT TWO-THIRDS of the parents 


said they would not enroll their children 
in summer school if it was offered on a 
tuition basis (approximately $35 per 
child.) In tho past and this year the dis- 
trict is being reimbursed by the state for 
most of the cost of the summer program. 
For the district to qualify for state aid, 
each student must be enrolled for a total 
of three hours each day. 


On hearing the results of the tuition 


question, Thomas Le Febvre, a school 
board member, said, "many parents 
spend $35 for summer camp, but they 
won't for summer school." 


Other school board members said they 


would prefer that the district offer a few 
courses in areas such as recreation and 
home economics because they are in the 
park district's jurisdiction. They added 
that this will be the first summer that 
the River Trails Park District's swim- 
ming pool will be open all summer.

Lynn Court in the development should be 
zoned for apartments, the developer's at- 
torney pointed out at the hearing that 32 
apartment units have already been built 
near the area. 


A LAKE BRIARWOOD resident, Mel- 


ville E. Lawrence, representing other 
homeowners, said however, that at the 
time the site of the existing apartments 
was, zoned to allow their construction, the 
rest of the parcel (now up for annexa- 
tion) was zoned R-l by the county. 


Lawrence testified that a legal battle 


ensued, pitting Trendel against the resi- 
dents and the county. Residents say they 
spent more than $10,000 in legal fees to 
preserve the county single-family home 
zoning of the parcels. 


At the hearing no specific plans for 


what would be built on the parcels were 
presented. Ross said "We asked him how 
many units were planned. All he said 
was that he would build according to the 
ordinances. He gave no specifics as to 
the number or types of apartments." 


Mount Prospect is able to annex the 


site without annexing the rest of Lake 
Briarwood, because the parcel in ques- 
tion is adjacent to a Commonwealth Edi- 
son Co. right-of-way which is in the vil- 
lage.

Complex, Land Plan Highlight Gtudy 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


A major subregional shopping and of- 


fice center at Palatine and Rand roads 
and the designation of the Rolling Green 
Country club as permanent open land 
are two of the major proposals included 
in a recent study made by the Arlington 
Heights village planner. 


The proposals are two of the highpoints 


of the Rand Road Area Study, made by 
Joseph Kesler, village planner, on in- 
struction of Village Mgr. L.A. Hanson. 


Kesler said the unincorporated area 


along Rand Road, "known well to all of 
us for its problems, should rather be 
evaluated as a potential economic asset 
in the future of Arlington Heights." 


He said potential benefits from the 


area outweigh the present problems and 
urged a "bold, decisive and prompt" vil- 
lage policy toward the area in view of 
the "extremely heavy demand for land, 
resulting speculative trends and existing 
planning vacuum." 


THE SUBJECT OF Kessler's study in- 


cludes about 613 acres adjoining Rand 


Road, outside the village limits and 
about 200 acres already annexed to the 
village. 


The study includes most of the land 


adjoining Rand from Euclid Street north- 
west to Rte. 53. The large area, with 
"highly irregular boundaries," physi- 
cally was "always a part of Arlington 
Heights," according to the report. 


Kesler said the policy of the village 


should be to "annex these areas to prop- 
erly align the village boundaries and to 
ensure proper development." 


The planner described the area as 


being in a "critical transitional period." 
He said although the present character 
of the area is changing rapidly, there is 
"still a 
possibility 
of 
implementing 


proper development of the entire area 
through sound planning." 


Perhaps the most significant proposal 


in Kesler's report is establishment of a 
subregional shopping center at the inter- 
section of Rand and Palatine roads. 


Kesler proposed in his report that two 


vacant land parcels, on the southeast and 


southwest corners of the intersection, be 
designated for planned commercial de- 
velopment if annexed to the village "in 
view of the unique central location." He 
said the sites, which comprise more than 
60 acres, are especially well suited for 
such a center, despite the fact that the 
village is served by Randhurst and 
Woodfield Mall, currently under con- 
struction. 


THE POPULATION of the northern 


part of the village and of the total trade 
area that would be served by such a cen- 
ter, according to Kesler, would be ade- 
quate to support at least one department 
store and a "complete conglomeration" 
of other stores. 


He said the four-mile radius trade area 


of the proposed center contains a popu- 
lation of 192,000, which will grow to about 
375.000 by 1980. 


Kesler said a pedestrian underpass 


across Rand Road would be necessary to 
connect the two areas into one functional 
unit. He also noted that retention basins 
of "considerable size" would have to be 


included in both areas. 


The land area used for retention basins 


should be used, according to the planner, 
for parking built over a concrete deck, 
and a proper buffer should be provided 
wherever the business area 
adjoins 


single-family homes. 


The proposed complex, which Kesler 


said should include professional offices, 
"could be of vital importance," to the 
village. He said it would provide con- 
veniences not existing presently and 
would provide the village with an addi- 
tional sales tax income of ?bout $1 mil- 
lion a year. 


KESLER. WHO discouraged dividing 


the land into smaller units, said the pro- 
posed development is necessary to the 
total commercial development of the vil- 
lage. 


"The numerous neighborhood, commu- 


nity shopping centers and discount type 
businesses serving the Arlington Heights 
area at the present time cannot substi-

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Genetics Seminar: 'Not Sex Education,' Teacher Says

"It's not sex education; it's just anoth- 


er way of making students more aware 
of another life function." 


That's how Mike Stevens describes the 


genetics seminar he teaches at Forest 
View High School in Arlington Heights. 
By working on laboratory projects and 
doing library research, 29 junior and se- 
niors are learning more about genes, the 
building blocks of heredity. 


And as they learn, they "see how the 


world has changed, why it has changed 
and get a basis for understanding change 
in all living things," said Stevens. 


Stevens meets with the whole class 


about twice a week, leaving three days 
open for small dis ission groups or inde- 
pendent study. About 30 per cent of the 
students work on their own during the 
day and after school on laboratory proj- 
ects. 


ONE GIRL IS testing the effects of 


radiation on bacteria to "see how the 
x-rays will alter heredity," according to 
Stevens. Another student is breeding tro- 
pical fish to study which traits are inher- 
ited in succeeding generations. 


Two girls are mating mice to find out 


if the color of a mouse's coat depends on 
the color of the parents' coats. 


When Stevens talks to the class, he 


I a Iks about "the theory of evolution and 
how traits are transmitted by genes, by 
sex linkage and by changes in genes." In 
other words, he tries to give students 
some idea why they look like they do and 
how the human race has developed its 
characteristics. 


"People have always been puzzled by 


heredity — even way back when breed- 
ing cattle for better production was im- 
portant," said Stevens. "I don't know if 
genetics has reached its paramount yet 
but it has a lot possibilities for bailing 
man out of his situation." 


SOME OF THE students are studying 


the causes of human abnormalities and 
possible cures. Others are researching 
problems like how cancer is tied to he- 
redity and how food can be grown to in- 
crease production. 


And one of the units all the students 


enjoy is working out probabilities, ac- 
cording to Stevens. "The kids really get 
excited when they can figure out the 
chance of a woman having a baby with 
blue eyes or brown hair," Stevens said. 
"Probably because it directly affects 
them. 


"The kids won't come out of the course 


as super-geneticists, but they will be 
more aware of the acting forces that con- 
trol them," explained Stevens, jokingly 
labeled "biologist in residence" by the 
sign on his office door. 


THE GENETICS COURSE, the only 


one offered in High School Dist. 214, 
started last year on Saturday mornings 
us part of the staff utilization program at 
Forest View. There was such a demand 
for the course, according to Stevens, that 
the course was put into the regular cur- 
riculum this year. 


Next fall Stevens will teach two classes 


because of the number of interested stu- 
dents. He enjoys teaching the class; and 
the students enjoy taking it. While many 
of his students are science-oriented, Ste- 
vens said they don't have to be. 


"I would like to keep the course a fun 


elective," he said. "That way the kids 
can learn a lot and still have a good 
time."

offer supervised play five days a week 
from 9 a m to noon and 1 to 4 p.m. The 
mobile recreation units will provide ac- 
tivities two days a week, three hours 
each day. 


Residents of the northwest quadrant 


will be offered three all-day playgrounds 
and one mobile recreation unit program. 
Two all-day playgrounds and one mobile 
program v ill be offered in the southwest 
quadrant while one all day playground 
and two mobile programs will be offered 
in the southeast quadrant. 


LAST YEAR, residents of the north- 


west quadrant were offered more all-day 
playgrounds than other parts of the vil- 
lage. The breakdown for last summer 
was three all-day playgrounds in the 
northwest quadrant, two all-day and one 
half-day playground in the northeast qua- 
drant, two all-day playgrounds in the 
southwest cuadrant and one half-day 
playground in the southeast quadrant. 


In 1969, the breakdown for supervised 


playgrounds by quadrant was two all-day 
and one half day in the southwest qua- 
drant, two half day and one all-day in the 
northwest and northeast quadrants and 
one half-day in the southeast quadrant.

tute and fulfill the need of a major facil- 
ity as proposed for the Rand and Pala- 
tine roads intersection," he said. 


"This area has all the necessary physi- 


cal, locational, traffic and economic as- 
sets and criteria required for such a fa- 
cility. By attracting one or more of the 
leading department store organizations 
to constitute a core of such a devel- 
opment, this type project will be feasible 
in the near future." 


THE VILLAGE PLANNER said the 


center is needed to reverse an undesi- 
rable trend in which most local money is 
being spent outside village limits. 


In a second major proposal, Kesler 


said the Rolling Green Country Club 
property should remain in its present use 
or in a "similar public recreational use." 


Kesler said in the event the open land 


is endangered by any development other 
than recreational, public condemnation 
powers should be used with the assis- 
tance of federal and state grants to pre- 
serve the land and to maintain the envi- 
ronmental balance. If such a procedure 
was necessary, he added, the estab- 
lishment of a forest preserve would be a 
rational reuse for the area, which 
presently is outside the village. 


THE 127-PAGE report, complete with 


maps and diagrams, also suggests the 
elimination of single-family residential 
areas along Rand Road, with the ex- 
ception of areas where good quality hous- 
ing and proper subdivision of land exists. 


Kesler said the primary reason for 


eliminating future single-family residen- 
tial development on land fronting on 
Rand Road is because of the 
traffic 


situation. 


He said the traffic on the road pres- 


ently ranges from a low of 17,570 cars a 
day to a high of about 28,000 depending 
on location. He said the yearly increase 
of traffic, which varies from 18 per cent 
to 27 per cent in different locations, rep- 
resents a "very serious problem unless a 
program of improvement of Rand and 
other arterial roads is carried out." 


The Kesler report also proposes an ex- 


tensive increase of land designated for 


commercial use and for additional multi- 
family developments in certain areas. 


The report explains that individual 


businesses in separate buildings should 
be discouraged because they have a det- 
rimental effect on traffic. "Large com- 
mercial developments with a limited ac- 
cess are the most desirable for Rand 
Road sites," he said. 


KESLER SAID a heavy demand for 


multi-family use will increase because of 
land economics and the continued in- 
crease of the cost of single-family homes. 
He said about 1,100 multi-family units 
could be built in recommended areas. 
"These units preferably should be small 
and designed for single individuals or 
small families." 


The report adds, however, "a substan- 


tial amount of single-family dwellings 
should remain and be constructed to 
maintain a proper balance of various 
housing types and also to preserve the 
general character 
of the Arlington 


Heights area as a single-family borne 
community." 


Kesler estimated the largely vacant 


land could accommodate 9,275 to 21,360 
persons, depending on zoning, if used for 
residential purposes only. The present 
population along the road, in unincorpo- 
rated areas only, is about 1,200. 


The study also proposes proper land 


utilization of land adjoining John Hersey 
High School; replanning, resubdividing 
and redeveloping of certain areas; im- 
provement of the traffic circulation; and 
preventive flood control measures. 


Kesler notes in his report that the pro- 


posals would be fully applicable only if a 
particular area is annexed to the village 
and only with the consent of the property 
owner. 


He also points out that the purpose of 


the report is to establish developmental 
guidelines and should not be construed as 
an official plan unless adopted by village 
ordinance. 


The entire Rand Road area study will 


be the subject of a series of hearings by 
the Village Plan Commission. The first 
hearing on the report has been scheduled 
by the commission for June 16 at 8 p.m., 
in the village hall.

Issue Shifts To 
Municipal Unit 


The controversy over stricter apart- 


ment zoning regulations in downtown 
Des Plaines will shift to the city coun- 
cil's municipal development committee 
tonight. 


The committee will consider an ordi- 


nance amendment that would raise min- 
imum lot frontage requirements for R-5 
zoning district apartment buildings from 
SO to 100 feet. 


The proposal, which received an unfa- 


vorable zoning board recommendation 
after a hearing April 28. would also in- 
crease minimum lot sizes to 12,500 
square feet for the R-5 district, which 
surrounds much of the downtown area. 


The controversial amendment, which 


has been coupled with a moratorium on 
building permits for R-5 apartments, has 
prompted objections from builders and 
developers, who say the new rules will 
drive costs to the level where the build- 
inns will be unable to compete in the lr>- 
cal rental market.

The committee, part of Illinois Depart- 


ment of Registration and Education, 
Thursday heard testimony 
from six 


women witnesses who described treat- 
ment they received from Middleton dur- 
ing the past three years. 


Dr. Middleton. who was arrested Dec. 


1 In his office at 969 Elmhurst Rd. west 
of Des Plaines. has been indicted on 
charges of deviate sexual assault in con- 
nection with alleged druggings and at- 
tacks on women patients. 


He also was charged with illegal pos- 


session of explosives after federal agents 
allegedly found booby trap explosives 
during later raids on his office and his 
Chicago apartment. 


DR. MIDDLETON is charged before 


the medical examining committee with 
unethical and unprofessional practices 
and with using fraud in obtaining a li- 
cense to practice medicine in Illinois. 


Edward Price, chief attorney for the 


department of registration anl educa- 
tion, said the medical board can revoke 
or suspend Middleton's license 01 can 
tdke no acti"n on the charges. 


Price said the board will examine the 


transcript of Thursday's hearing and 
probably reach a decision within three 
weeks. Middleton did not testify at the 
hearing. 


Miridleton was indicted in February by 


a Cook County Grand Jury on two sepa- 
rate charges of devis'e sexual assault.

They voted against 
it, however, because it did not provide 
sufficient safeguards for the owner who 
would be stuck with a "landlocked" 50- 
foot lot in the R-5 district. 


AT ITS MEETING last Monday, the 


city council voted down a motion by Aid. 
Howard Thomas (6th) to end the morato- 
rium. The action came after withdrawal 
of another motion by Aid. Robert Mi- 
chaels (8th) who asked the council to ap- 
prove the zoning board recommendation 
without sending it to the municipal devel- 
opment committee. 


In another development in the con- 


troversy, a former seventh ward alder- 
manic candidate last week said the "city 
appears to be unsure .of where it is going 
and how to get there." 


George Brubaker of 886 N. Golf Cul-de- 


sac, said in a statement that he can 
"sense a great deal of activity on both 
sides of the question but I can detect 
little achievement. The developers know 
exactly where they are going — to the 
bank — but the city appears to be unsure 
of where it is going and how to get 
there." 


"We all have a feeling for the intent of 


the moratorium, but we can't seem to 
agree on how to achieve it with the max- 
imum of profit and the minimum of 
pain," said Brubaker, who lost in last 
month's alder manic election to in- 
cumbent John Seitz (7th). 


"THE DEVELOPERS have succeeded 


by their account, with the aid of careless 
enforcement of city codes, in producing 
the bare minimum, the lowest common 
denominators under the current codes," 
he said. 


Apartment buildings of less than four 


stories can avoid the stringent fire code 
requirements that drive up building 
costs, Brubaker said, a situation which 
has led to development of the type of 
buildings the city eouncil is finding un- 
desirable. 


According to Brubaker, one builder has 


maintained that he would have to raise 
monthly rents from $225 to $300 if he had 
to comply with the stricter fire code 
regulations. 


"I agree fully with the builder, who 


continued to assert that the market in 
Des Plaines will not accommodate $300-

No court challenge will be made of the 


election of Stephen Loska of Des Plaines 
to the Oakton Community College board 
of trustees. 


Mrs. Doris Sopkin of Skokie Friday 


said she would not contest Loska's elec- 
tion after a recount of the April 10 board 
election votes showed she had lost by 88 
votes. 


"I don't think there is anything I can 


do.'1 she said. 


Mrs. Sopkin, an incumbent, had filed 


for a recount April 23 after the official 
vote canvass showed she had lost by 103 
votes. 


Loska. who also attended the recount, 


said after the recount tallies were com- 
pleted. "Let's get to work." 


Recount totals gave Mrs. Sopkin 2773 


votes, and Loska 2861. The official vote 
tally April 20 gave Mrs. Sopkin 2789, and 
Loska 2892. 


BOARD CANDIDATES received fewer 


votes in the recount because of errors by 
election judges in counting and falure of 
some election judges to put their initials 
on ballots, according to Joseph Murphy, 
attorney for the Oakton board, who di- 
rected the recount. 


The recount was done by 10 Oakton 


students. Backers of each candidate 
served as recount "watchers." 


Both candidates said they were satis- 


fied with Murphy's instruction to re- 
counters. Murphy directed the recounters 
to refer every question about ballots to 
him. 


Mrs. Sopkin said she did not feel that 


enough voting "irregularities" had oc- 
curred to give sufficient reason for a 
court challenge. 


State law would allow her to challenge 


the board election within 30 days of the 
official canvass, or May 19. Even if the 
recount had indicated she received more 
votes than Loska, she still would have to 
ask the Cook County Courts to nullify the 
election. 


Mrs. Sopkin said she had received in- 


formation that ballots had been missing 
for 45 minutes at a Lincolnwood polling 
place, and as many as 60 residents had 
not been able to vote. 


She said the maintenance man at Pre- 


cinct 24, St. John's Church, 4707 Pratt. 
Lincolnwood. had stored ballots which 
had been delivered three days before the 
election, these ballots were not found un- 
til about 45 minutes after polls opened at 
12:45 p.m., she said. 


About 60 residents had voted in other 


school elections during those 45 minutes, 
according to a Lincolnwood school offi- 
cial, Mrs. Sopkin said. 


She said her legal advisor had said she 


did not have enough reasons for seeking 
election annulment. However an official 
of the American Civil Liberties Union 
had encouraged her to draw up a petition 
from those individuals who had voted in 
other school elections while the Oakton 
ballots were misplaced, she said.

reational areas," said Louis Cappello, 
president of the Illinois Automatic Mer- 
chandising Council, noting that many 
other money transactions are being re- 
placed by checks and credit cards. The 
group represents more than 200 Illinois 
vending services, observing May 9-15 as 
Illinois Automatic Merchandising Week.

factories, offices and college campuses 
where workers and students buy every- 
thing from snacks to complete lunches 
from machines 24 hours a day," Cappello 
said.

Coin-operated machines dominate the 


vending industry today, but this could 
change over a period of years, said Matt 
Cockrell, president of Cockrell Coffee 
Service, Inc., in Schaumburg. "Only two 
companies have experimented with vend- 
ing machines not activated by coins," 
said Cockrell. "I wouldn't be surprised if 
someday we have a cashless and coinless 
society, however. We would have to find 
another way to activate a vending ma- 
chine, by a key or a credit card." His 
firm handles about 100,000 coins a day, 
w h i c h a r e deposited at several local 
banks. Cockrell is the founding president 
of the Illinois council. 


ANOTHER CHANGE on the way in the 


vending industry is the wider variety of 
foods that can be sold in machines, ac- 
cording to James Knecht, one of the own- 
ers of K & K Koffee Service, Inc., in Elk 
Grove Village. "The food suppliers are 
doing research in the frozen foods area," 
he said. "They are expanding menus in 
foods that can be reconstituted in micro- 
wave ovens." 


Knecht sees the greatest growth poten- 


tial in the new industries moving to the 
Northwest Suburbs and the schools and 
other institutions which have never had a 
vending operation. "With theterrific cost 
of operating a conventional cafeteria, we 
ha ?e noticed that architects are now 
specifying a vending room in their plants 
rather than a cafeteria.'' 


Innovations in packaging are a boon to 


the vending industry, said Don Hesch, 
vice president of AH Entertainers, Inc., 
in Arlington Heights. He is a director of 
the state council. "The pull-top can, for 
example, really helped us," he said.

the consumer is often the price of vended 
items. "The price on most food items is 
going up," said Hesch. "Coffee and cold 
drinks went up from 10 cents to 15 cents 
a year ago, and candy bars are shrinking 
in size." 


Even the five-cent, five-stick package 


of giim is almost history. Venders claim 
that, in order to make a profit, they must 
sell a seven-stick package for 10 cents. 


Coffee, the backbone of the vending in- 


dustry came into widespread use in the 
1940's. Coffee venders were invented in 
1946 and initially brewed the beverage 
from instant powder. The majority of hot 
beverage vending machines today brew 
the coffee from fresh grounds, one cup at 
a time. 


NEARLY 40 per cent of all vending 


machine sales are made to employes in 
manufacturing plants, mainly through 
machines used in coffee breaks and the 
lunch period. Colleges and schools ac- 
count for another 12 per cent of sales. 


Vending machine companies say they 


expect to play an increasing role in food 
service to schools. According to a recent 
study by Arthur D. Little, Inc., a man- 
agement consulting firm, "Students seem 
to eat better when they can choose from 
an ala carte menu or from vending ma- 
chines." 


When given a choice, students make 


nutritious selections, throv: little food 
away, and socialize more when eating, 
the report indicated. With a number of 
vending machines in a school cafeteria, 
service can be quicker and more orderly 
than when long lines form for a limited 
menu, according to Little.

Americans Are Leery Of Being Touched: Girls 


Children looked frightened, adults got 


up and walked away or made dirty 
faces. Danger was no where around and 
yet it seemed imminent for these people. 
They were victims. 


What was happening to them? They 


were being touched. 


It all began when four students from 


an Elk Grove High School humanities 
class decided to do a project on appre- 
ciation of the arts, according to Dianne 
Rasmussen. one of the students. The oth- 
ers were Mary Campbell, Sue Dean, and 
Debra Olson. 


"We discovered that to appreciate you 


need to use all the senses. The most in- 
teresting seemed to be the sense of 
touch." she said. 


The project, which terminated Wedne- 


say in class, showed that Americans, at 
least, have little sense of touch. 


The frightened looks and dirty faces 


came at Randhurst Shopping Center 


where three of the students went to see 
people's reactions to being touched. 


They rode up escalators standing close 


to people, sat near them on benches or 
stood next to them at counters. The reac- 
tions were 'really amazing" Dianne said. 


DIANNE SAID THEY had read about 


nonverbal communication before going to 
Randhurst. Much of the information in- 
dicated that Orientals, Europeans or non- 
Americans would not be bothered by 
such activity. 


The trip to Randhurst proved it to the 


students, Diane said, while the Ameri- 
cans seemed really afraid. 


A little girl actually cowered on the 


escalator because one of the students 
stood so close to her. One woman at a 
wig counter looked at one wig. Whet 
student moved close, she moved down to 
look at the next one, continuing until she 
reached the end of the counter. 


"She was still looking at the wigs as 


she walked away," Dianne said. "She 
really wanted to see them but she didn't 
like us standing there." 


The students also noticed, however, 


that little children didn't even notice 
what was happening. As the students sat 
on the statutes at the shopping center 
mall the children climbed right over 
them. 


Similar 
experiments were held 
at 


school, proving the same thing, that 


Americans are not aware of this whole 
range of communication, she said. 


If observing other nationalities, though, 


it was apparent that they felt differently, 
according to Dianne. She said that you 
could stand next to them, touch them, 
grab their arms, and they would think 
nothing strange. 


Slides of the people's reactions were 


shown in class Wednesday, as part of a 
series of humanities programs being con- 
ducted at the school this month.

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$5 million O'Hare control tower. 
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Inside the air traffic controller's cab, 199 feet from ground. 


$5 Million 'Nest'For O'Hare 


by TOM JACHIMIEC 


The recently completed 19-story control 


tower at O'Hare Airport contains the 
most modern equipment available, ac- 
cording to the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration. 


More than $3 million went into the 


electronics system, which should make 
the job of the air traffic controller easier 
and increase the safety of passengers. 


O'Hare thus becomes the first of 62 air- 


ports in the nation to be equipped with a 
computerized air traffic control system 
known as ARTS HI (Automated Radar 
Terminal System), developed by the 
Univac Division of Sperry-Rand Corp. 


"It does not cut down the workload of 


a controller, but it does make his job eas- 
ier and will increase safety," said Neal 
Callahan of the FAA, explaining that the 
new system eliminates paperwork and 
some communication between controller

and aircraft. It also relieves the con- 
troller of the need to rely on his memory 
and penciled notes for information ob- 
tained from the aircraft, he said. 


Instead of seeing only a blip on his ra- 


dar screen for each plane he guides, with 
ARTS III the controller is provided on 
the screen with the aircraft's identi- 
fication, altitude, speed and transponder 
code. The information is contained in a 
digital information block that moves 
along with the blip. 


"There are many other capabilities of 


the new system that can only be appre- 
ciated by an air traffic controller," said 
Callahan. "You'd have to see it to be- 
lieve its capabilities. It's fantastic." 


HOWEVER, ARTS III is n ot oper- 


ational yet. It will take six months to be 
fully implemented Callahan said. Be- 
cause of its potential, it will take about 


that long for controllers to become fully 
acclimated to it. 


The old 85-foot tower, vacated during 


the weekend for the new 199-foot facility, 
was built in the mid-1940s. Its radar 
equipment will be disassembled and 
shipped to Madison. Wis.. where it will 
be used by the airport there. The FAA 
hopes to use the old tower at O'Hare for 
a training facility. 


"The old tower was never built to 


control traffic at the world's busiest air- 
port," said Callahan. "It's too small. We 
recognized this a number of years ai;o." 


Completion of the new tower took 


about five years, largely because the 
FAA decided to wait until ARTS HI was 
developed, said Callahan. Total worth of 
the structure is $5 million — $2 million to 
build and $3 million to equip. 


The controllers' cab is about 175 feet 


off the ground, enabling its occupants to 
see the entire airport, something they 
could not do in the old tower. 


"It's just tremendous," Callahan said, 


calling the tower "the most complete air 
traffic control tower in the country." 


Its construction will blend well with the 


anticipated tripling of air passengers by 
1980. 


"Operations at O'Hare should remain 


about the same — about 1.700 daily." 
Callahan said, noting that the future of 
commercial passenger service is in larg- 
er planes. 


The Boeing 707, 720 and the DC-8 will 


be phased out and replaced by the jumbo 
Boeing 747 and "hopefully" the SST, 
among others, he said. "The number of 
commercial air 
carriers, 
now about 


2.500. will not increase to any great de- 
gree."

"Aspirin 
poisoning causes about 200 deaths each 
year. It also causes malformations in 
newborn rats." 


But the FDA itself is not really to 


blame, he emphasized. 


THE PROBLEM IS that the agency 


has "too many conflicting functions" in 
its job of policing both the research and 
the marketing of prescription drugs. 


"I think the obstacle is created by us 


rather than the FDA because of our un- 
willingness to take any risks at all in 
medicine." Djerassi said. "Many in the 
FDA are unhappy with their impossible 
role. Protection and research control 
should be completely separated. 


"We must take some risks. Many 


people have died because they didn't get 
drugs that were taken off the market."

Three more bills relating to day care 


have been introduced in the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


Rep. Collins introduced HB2567 and 


2568 and also HB2740. BH2567 would 
create a commission to study day care 
legislation. 
HB2568 would amend the 


Child and Family Services Act requiring 
the Child and Family Services Depart- 
ment to publish criteria for grants in aid 
to day care centers and extend eligibility 
to receive such aid to existing centers as 
well as new and expanding ones. HB2540 
amends the same act to create a revolv- 
ing fund to reimburse those centers re- 
ceiving grants in aid. 


HB2681, introduced by Rep. Ekton, pro- 


vides grants in aid for day care centers 
and amends the Child and Family Ser- 
vices Act to require the Child and Fami- 
ly Services Department to establish cri- 
teria for giving aid. 


Rep. Rayson introduced a bill, HB2838, 


empowering the Department of Public 
Health to draft regulations concerning 
abortions performed in licensed facilities 
by a licensed physician. It also prohibits 
the department from interfering if a 
physician or hospital refuses to perform 
a legal abortion. 


Rep. Schauberlein introduced a bill, 


HB2875, to repeal the 8-hour day.
